ONTARIOIN FLIGHT. 


ON WAY TO SWEDEN 


He and Cramer, Co-Pilot, Make 
800 Miles in 7 Hours After 
Leaving Rockford, Ill. 


HAD STORMS FOR 300 MILES 


Acknowledge Cheers of Entire 
Town of Cochrane and Prepare 
for Next Hop to Greenland. 


MAY LEAVE AT DAWN TODAY 


Fliers Confident of Success of Trail- 
Blazing Backed by Home Town— 
Radio Works Strongly.-

COCHRANE, Ontario, Aug. 16.— 
The .monoplane Greater Rockford, 
flying frgm Rockford, Ill., to Stock- 
holm, Sweden, finished the first leg 
of its journey at this . Northern 
Ontario town at 2:40 this afternoon, 
Eastern Standard Time, making the 

800-mile hop in seven hours. 
Favored by fine weather, Bert Has- 
sell and his co-pilot, Parker Cramer, 
brought the ship to a perfect landing 
on an improvised runway. If the 
weather continues good they plan to 
take off at dawn. tomorrow. on. the 
next lap of their journey, a flight of 
about 1,60C miles to Mt. ‘ Evahs, 
Greenland... One other intermediate 


hop,.fron: Mt, Evans to Reykjavik,: 


Iceland, is on their itinerary.’. They 
hope to make Stockholm sms Bey: 
javik in a final jump. 

For hours the population of Coch- 
rane had awaited the arrival ‘of’ the 
Greater Rockford. As the sister. ship 
of the P.ide- of Detroit, 
William Brock and Edward F. Schlee 
flew the Atlantic a year ago, came 
in sight out of the southwest the 
crowd cheered lustily.

Fliers Prepare for Next taper be 


Hassell and Cramer lyst no time, 
once they had acknowledged Coch- 
rane’s enthusiastic reception, in be- 
ginning preparations for the next lap 
of their hazardous trip. 

While curious bystanders’ looked 
on the fliers went over each part 
of their ship with minute care, test- 
ing the motors and examining «he 
home-made runway from which they 
hoped to hop at dawn tomorrow.

open sea. 

In an interview with newspaper- 
men shortly after their arrival’ the 
aviators said that their take-off at 
Rockford, Ill., this morning was per- 
fect and they easil gained altitude 
and circled the field im a height of 
1,000 feet before pages py & northward. 

"The first 300 miles of the flight was 
favored by ideal weather, they said, 
but for the last 300 miles the plane 
flew through the edges of storms. 
When the plane landed at Cochrane 
a thunderstorm-was encountered, but 
it did: not. interfere with their land- 
ing at the tem me get runway about 
three miles no of here.

Air Ministery ‘‘Destroyed’’ Twice. 

It is agreed that the Air Ministry 
was destroyed twice.

$20,000,000 . FOR TRANSIT 


Board Appropriates Funds to Carry 
On New Subway Work and for 
Improvements. 


The Board of Estimate approved 
yesterday one half of Borough Pres- 
ident Julius Miller’s plan .for an 
elevated express motor highway on 
the west side of Manhattan... After 
business and civic organizations rep- 
resented at the hearing had shown 
less opposition to the motor highway 
plan than at previous hearings the 
board approved Section 2 of the plan, 
providing for an elevated’ express 
vehicular highway from Fifty-ninth 
Street over the Sixtieth Street yards 
of the New York Central Railroad 
to a connection with West Seventy- 
second Street. at. Riverside Drive. 
Mr. Miller was authorized to submit 
detailed plans and obtain bids. 

Section 1 of the plan provides for 
an elevated express motor-~ highway 
from Canal Street to ~Fifty-ninth 
Street, as a continuation..of the 
express highway approved yesterday. 
The whole is to connect with the 
motor driveway which is Being dével- 
oped north of Seventy-second> Street 
along Riverside Drive, where the

Defer Action on Section 1. 


The Board of Estimate postponed 
action on Section 1. until Sept. 27, 
pending the result of negotiations 
between Borough President Miller 
and the New York Central Railroad 


Company on the west ‘side improve- 
ment plan.in general. Mr. Miller 
has éstimated that the project from 
Canal to Sieh tage 3 ay Street will 
cost approximately $10,000 

The board delayed action on Sec- 
tion 1 also because of objections by 
representatives of the League to End 
Death Avenue, the Citizens’ Union 
and the City Club. Colonel Frank 
N. Joyce of the League to End Death 
Avenue suggested that the city await 
the result. of negotiations with the 
railroad. 

Richard E. McGahen of the Citi- 
zens’ Union ee to the plans 
for the elevated ress highway 
over streets, au ning that the 
city had entered upon a policy of 
tearing down elevated structures as 
obsolete. and should not return to 
that type of structure. He argued 
that the city should remove obstruc- 
tions in present streets. and by that 
method utilize the full 100-foot width 
of most of its north and south thor- 
oughfares,. giving greater space to 
traffic. Mr. McGahen favored, how- 
ever, the elevated structure over the 
New York Central yards from Fifty- 
ninth to Seventy-second, Street. 

H.. W. Marsh, civic .director of 
the City Club, advanced practically 
the same arguments as Mr. Mc 
Gahen. 

Mr. Miller explained that every- 
thing possible now was: being: done 
to remove encroachments at street 
level from the Marginal Way now in 
use. 

Walker Defends Project. 

Mayor Walker, answering the criti- 
cisms of opponents of the ‘elevated 
express motor highway, announced 
that Arthur S. Tuttle, chief engineer 
of the Boara of Estimate, had made 
a report in which he said that the 
advantages ‘accruing. from the ele 
vated highway would far outweigh 
any disadvantages. 

Captain William J. Pedrick, Vice 
President and general manager of 
the Fifth Avenue Association, in 
commenting on the board’s action 
after the meeting, suggested that the 
development of the elevated motor 
Ve. hway would increase business and 

ce realty values in the mid-

ELEVATED HIGHWAY! 


Color Films Made by a Revolving Disc; 
Good for Home and Movie Use, Inventor Says 





- Motion pictures In color which, it 
is said, can be used in standard mo- 
tion picture cameras and projectors 
and for use in commercial motion 
picture theatres were shown publicly 
for the first time in Newark yester- 
day by Natural Color Pictures, Inc. 
The new process, invented by Fred- 
erick T. O’Grady of Newark, utilizes 
a disc of multi-colored gelatin em- 
bodying the seven visual ‘colors of 
the spectrum which’ replaces ‘the 
usual shutters used on wid cameras 
and projectors, ’ 

Bécause of this, Mr. o’craay ex 
plained, the process could be used in 
both amateur and commercial work, 
and the pictures could be enlarged 
and thrown on the regular comimer- 
cial screen with the true color prop- 
erties maintained. ‘The ‘pictures are 
made on ordinary. commercial film 
utilizing only standard lens. 
tography was possible under ordinary 


lighting conditions, he said. 

As. explained. by Mr. O’Grady, the 
system is a radical departure from 
all other systems used in color pho- 
tography. The color disc attach- 
ment, revolving in front of the film, 
behind the lens, registers on alternate 
exposures in. which reds are. basic 
and on the other colors in which 
blues predominate. These, projected 
on the screen’at a speed slightly

faster than that at which ordinary 
black and white pictures are run, al- 
ternate so fast that all of the colors 
appear to be present at the same 
time. 

Upon- examination of a piece of the 
film, exposed in an .O’Grady camera, 
the alternation of the exposures can 
be, noticed... Otherwise the. film has 
the appearance of an nedinaty motion 
picture film. 

An additional advantage claimed 
for the O’Grady process is that the 
films can be duplicated in unlimited 
quantities, a condition which has not 
obtained in the past.’ 

The process was, developed by Mr. 
O’Grady after eight and a half years 
of work. Pictures taken several years 
ago, as well.as later pictures, were 
flashed on the screen before a group 
of newspaper men:at the demonstra- 
tion, which was held in’a studio. in 

Bamberger & Co.’s store. 
Oranges, said to be a very difficult 
subject for color photography, were 
shown. on the: screen ;in . realistic 
fashion, as were scenes in’ the Ever- 
glades in Florida. 

Standard-size film in a semi-porta- 
ble pralessar was used at.the demon- 
stration yesterday. Experts, includ- 
ing Dr. Lee De Forrest, Mr. O’Grady 
said, have examined the process and 


predicted its adaptability for com- 
mercial work,

Dr. Dieffenbach charged that the 
newspapers’ s6metimes bungle and 
misrepresent the constitutional clause 
to the effect that no religious test 
shall rey be required as a qualifica- 
tion any office of public trust 
pa Se the United States. 

“They are always saying that Arti- 
cle VI was designed to forbid the 
consideration of a candidate’s relig- 
ious belief,’’ he said, ‘‘while what the 
fathers meant to forestall was “ae 
— up. of an official gon sage 
American religious beliefs to which a 
candidate must. subscribe.”’ 

‘“Every intelligent person,’”’ Dr. 
Dieffenbach said, ‘‘knows that relig- 
ion is already. perhaps the principal 
factor in the discussion of the people 
throughout the country, outranking 
prohibition, farm relief and any other 
question that the press attempts to 
keep foremost.” 


Cites Church Statements. 


Citing various statements of digna- 
taries of the Roman Catholic Church, 
Dr. Dieffenbach, asserted that ‘‘the 
Catholic Church has never, in all its 
history, relented by a syllable its ab- 
solute claims to primarcy over the 
State,’”’ adding that ‘‘a Roman Cath- 


olic has a natural right’ to be Presi- 
dent, but is he fit, in view of his ec- 
clesiastical fealty?’’ 

“The press owes it to the coun 
to face these facts,’’ Dr. Dieffenbac 
continued.: ‘‘As one editor, devoted 
to religious liberty and political free- 
dom, have pit OB Nae my views, but 
more im} than my views is the 
solemn duty of all editors to come 
out from behind their smoke screens 
and tell the people what this country 
really is as a spiritual institution.”

Washington to enforce it. I saw 
something in the papers that will 
show you what I mean. ‘The’ paper 
said that no naval ship in Florida 
waters would carry an aviator who 
was looking for blind pigs or’ blind 
tigers. If a President wants to en- 
force the law, every man he appoints 
to office ought to be told: ‘You must 
enforce the laws of the country and 
not wink at violations.’ Of course, 
I would not stopa naval battle to 
take up the chase of a rum runner 
or put the navy as a whole into pro- 
hibition enforcement. But if a naval 
aviator sees the law disobeyed let 
him report it. Every customs of- 
ficer on the border ought to be on 
the lookout for liquor importation. 
Every Federal employe should be 
told: ‘You must do your job first, 
but, incidentally, if you find any- 
thing wrong going on, you must re- 
port it.’

PLAN-NO-WET DRIVE 


Mrs. Roosevelt Says Liquor 
Issue Does Not ‘Belong to 
Any Political Party. 


STAND ON SMITH’S RECORD 


Quotes Statement of the Governor 
‘to Officials as Showing His 
Views on Enforcement. 


Mrs. Franklin D,. Roosevelt, who is 
a@ pronounced dry, said yesterday 
that the Advisory Committee on Wo- 
men’s Acitivities, of which she is the 
head, does not contemplate any spe- 


cial drive to line up women who 
favor modification of the’ Volstead 
law, for Gdvernor ‘Smith to offset the 
drive made by the Republicans. to 
bring to, Herbert Hoover the undi- 
vided support of women who favor 
the prohibition law_as it now stands. 

The whole work of her comnnittee, 
Mrs. Roosevelt said, was designed to 
keep the wet and dry question out 
of the campaign among the women 
and to make the appeal for their sup- 
port on the broad ground of CGover- 
nor Smith’s entire record and the 
shortcomings of the Republican Ad- 
ministration at Washington. 

Entirely’. aside from ‘Governor 
Smith’s personal views with regard 
to modification, his views with re- 
gard to enforcement of the: prohibi- 
tion. law, as» Mrs. Roosevelt sees it, 
are in fullest accord with the pledge 
for faithful law enforcement con- 
tained..in the, Democratic netional 
platform to which the Governor has 
subscribed, thus affording basis for 
an appeal to women who are dry and 
do not favor any liberalizing changes 
in the existing statute. 


Mrs. Roosevelt’s Statement. 


Mrs. Roosevelt said: 
“Both Mrs. ‘Ross (Mrs. Nellie Tay- 
loe Ross of Wyoming) and I have 


emphasized the fact that.the. prohibi- 
tion question cuts clear across both 
parties—there are wet Republicans 
and-wet Democrats. This is-not a 
group which I would ever dream. of 
considering worthy of political or- 
ganization. From my point of view, 
women ‘are organized because of 
their interest in a number of différ- 
ent. questions, not because of. one 
particular issue, and my whole effort 
in this campaign will be to present 
Governor Smith and his entire rec- 
ord in order that the women of the 
country may appreciate what he is 
and what he has-done as a whole, 
and not lay undue stress on any one 
particular thing.”’ , 
As evidence that Governor Smith, 
if elected President, will live up to 
the Democratic ‘platform pledge, 
Mrs. Roosevelt’s committee is having 
compiled for distribution ‘extracts, 
from utterances. of Governor Smith 
on the subject of law enforcement. 
Notable among these is what he said 
at a conference held in the Senate 
Chamber in February, 1924, of peace 
officers. who had ‘been .summoned by 


‘the Governor to meet him, following 


a demand by President Coolidge 
upon all State Executives through- 
out the country for the mobilization 
of law enforcement agencies in the

Governor for Enforcerent. 


Government Smith who, incident- 
ally, was the only State Executive to 
go to that length in compliance with 
the President’s demand on that occa-

“I think everybody will agree that 
the proper and' vigorous enforcement 
of .all laws.is the cornerstone of 
democratic government. Unless the 
Constitution is obeyed and sustained 
in its every ‘letter, it can serve ‘no 
useful. purpose. , The Eighteenth 
Amendment is a part of the Con- 
stitution, and just as sacred as any 
other part. The so-called Volstead 
act, making operative that’ Eigh- 
teenth Amendment, is just as sacred 
as any other law in the country. 

“I repeat again the declaration I 
made that the saloon is and ought to 
be a defunct institution in this coun- 
try. I never expect to see it again, 
nor have I any desire to, but it 
does seem to me that Congress could 
make a more enlightened and a more 
scientific definition of what consti- 
tutes an intoxicant.’’ 

At Democratic National Head- 
quarters it was said that the policy 
adopted by the Advisory Committee 
on Women’s Activities. would place 
no obstacle in the way of. local or- 
ganizations going after the vote of 
women, regardless of. party, who 
might be induced to support the Gov- 
ernor because he is.a .believer in 
liberalizing the Volstead law.

300 FLIERS DEDICATE 
FIELD TO LINDBERGH 


Army and Navy Planes Soar Over 
San Diego Airport, Thrilling 
Crowd of 250,000.

SAN DIEGO, Cal., Aug. 16.—The 
dramatic flight of United States 
army and navy aircraft here today, 
commemorating the twenty-fifth year 


of the first heavier-than-air flight 
and of the dedication of Lindbergh 
Field, San Diego’s Triple A airport, 
was marred somewhat by low-lying 
clouds that did not lift until after 
the last of the 300 planes had landed. 

Aviation celebrities from all parts 
of the United Siates and more than 
250,000 spectators watched the thrill- 
ing air parade of 300 aircraft and 
the program of acrobatic flying, 
smoke screen laying and triple para- 
chute jumping. Among the noted 
fliers who stood with Rear Admiral 
J. M. Reeves in the reviewing stand 
at Lindbergh Field were Colonel 
William Thaw of the Lafayette Esca- 
drille; Art Goebel, winner of the 
Dole flight to Hawaii; Captain Sir 
Hubert Wilkins of North Pole flight 
fame, Major Theodore Macaulay, 
America’s first night flier, and 
Buron Fitts, Lieutenant Governor of 
California and wartime flier.

Hassell Cheered by 10,000 at Start. 


Special to The New York Times. 
ROCKFORD, Ill., Aug. 16.—With 
10,000 loyal citizens, who had con- 
tributed to the repairs of the plane 
after a crash three weeks ago, cheet- 
ing them on, Bert R. J.. Hassell and 
Parker D. Cramer took off from 
Rockford Airport in the Greater 
Rockford, bound for Cochrane, On- 
tario, on the first lap of their pro- 
jected flight to Stockholm via Green- 

land, at 6:42 o’clock this morning. 
Carrying a much lighter gasoline 
load than on their ill-fated start 
three weeks ago, the plane rose 


easily, circled the field and disa 
peared in the mists to the North, 
escorted by three Stinson mono- 
planes and a Fairchild piloted by 
Fred MacChesney, proprietor of the 
local airport. Four hours later they 
reported by radio that they were 
crossing Lake Superior, near Sault 
Ste. Marie, into Canada. 

The flight to Stockholm is being 
carried out to pioneer a practical 
overland route between the Middle 
West and Europe, a route which 
brings the Middle West just as near 
to the mainland of Europe as is the 
Atlantic seaboard route, which is 
overland most of the way, and on 
which weather conditions average 
much better than the Newfoundland- 
to-Ireland crossing. 


To Make Three Stops on Course. 


There will be three stops used by 
Hassell, the first at Cochrane, On- 
tario, where he was scheduled to ar- 
rive early this afternoon; the second 
at Mount Evans, Greenland, some 
1,600 miles further on, where the 
plane will take on scientific instru- 
ments for the University of Michi- 


gan Greenland expedition, and the 
third near Reykjavik, Iceland. From 
Reykjavik the route crosses the 
North Atlantic over the Faroe 
Islands, thence over the suburbs of 
Oslo and on into Stockholm. 

Hassell has been planning the trip 
for almost two years. The City of 
Rockford, through its Chamber of 
Commerce, financed the Project as @ 
community venture. ere were 
many dark hours during the pre- 
paratory period. Twice the plane was 
damaged in test flights, calling for 
more money from a budget not too 
ample. Then came the unfortunate 
mishap of July 26, when Hassell, 
taking off with a load of 400 ons 
of gasoline in a thick ground mist, 
ran into a knoll on the hills surround- 
ing the city when the plane did not 
climb fast enough to top them. 

It crashed in a fence corner in a 
cornfield and was badly damaged. 
But the Flight Committee and Has- 
sell and Cramer had no thought of 
quitting. The Chamber of Commerce 
announced a ‘‘Rockford Won’t Quit” 
day and started a new drive for 
funds. Theatres ae benefits, an 
air circus was held, and two weeks 
later the plane, completely rebuilt, 
returned here from the factory at 
Northville, Mich. 


Weather ‘Report Is Favorable. 


The plane was tuned up as rapidly 
as possible, its instruments adjusted, 
and Hassell announced himself in 
readiness to start yesterday. Weath- 
er conditions caused a postponement 
of twenty-four hours, but late last 
night the Dominion Weather Bureau 
at Toronto announced its belief that 
conditions would be favorable over 
the route to Greenland for the next 
two days. Imediately the plan was 
placed in position to start at 6 
o’clock this morning. 

On arrival at the field, the same 
misty conditions which existed at the 
time of the previous unfortunate hop- 
off were in evidence. Hassell and 
Cramer voted for a delay until the 
haze lifted. At 6:30 they considered 
conditions favorable and they left 
the ground twelve minutes later.

ROME GOES INTO MOURNING 


Aviator and Companion Took Dis- 
tance Record From Chamberlin 
on Ocean Flight. 


RIO JANEIRO, Aug. 16 ().—Major 
Carlo P. del Prete, Italian airman 
who recently made a brilliant flight 
between Italy and Brazil, died at 6 
o’clock this morning from injuries 
which he received in a plane crash 
on Aug. 7. 

Major del Prete’s right leg was 
amputated yesterday. 


The death of Major del Prete caused 

ief throughout the city. Several 

ouses hoisted flags draped with 
crépe and great throngs passed in 
procession in front of the hospital. 

Captain Arturo Ferrarin, who was 
Major del Prete’s companion; the 
Italian Ambassador, several doctors 
and prominent members of the Ital- 
ian colony were present at the flier’s 
bedside when death came. 

The body has been placed in the 
hospital’s chapel, wrapped in the 
Italian flag.

Major del Prete, who on his

He was the 
companion of De Pinedo in the lat- 
ter’s flight a little more than a 
year ago. In June he, with Captain 
Arturo Ferrarin, broke the world’s 
endurance record, flying more than 
fifty-eight hours. 

The hop from Rome to the South 
American Continent, accomplished 
early in July of this year, was pro- 
jected in June. Del Prete and his 
per eer Captain Ferrarin, planned 
o take off in the big monoplane, 
Savoia-64, and did so from Monte- 
celio Flying Field at Rome on the 
evening of July 3. They steered a 
course over the Mediterranean, 
skirted the African coast and de- 
— into the Atlantic at Gibral- 


x, 

Next evening they were sighted 
over the Cape Verde Islands and 
about midnight were incommunica- 
tion with the steamship Philarus 
north of Fernando de Noronha Is- 
land in the South Atiantic. Stormy 
weather and fog met them and they 
were forced to come down after los- 
ing their way the next afternoon on 
the beach at Touros, fifty miles 
north of Natal, Brazil. 

They had established a new world’s 

record for distance, estimated at 
4,417 miles, and were in the air 51 
hours, 59 minutes. 
Next day they were brought to 
Natal in a Brazilian mail plane and 
proceeded ey it in short stages to 
Rio de Janeiro. That city gave the 
fliers a fervent welcome, and they 
were entertained for many days. An 
effort to bring their own plane in 
failed when the ground at Touros 
raha too soft for the machine to 
rise.

LIGHTNING KILLS SEVEN, 
‘HITTING FRENCH WIRES 


Freak Bolt Strikes Tinnsiitlee 
Filling Houses in Grenoble Dis- 
trict with Flames and Sparks.

PARIS, Aug. :16.—Seven persons 
were electrocuted -and more than 
twenty are suffering from burns and 
injuries :as the result of an unprece- 
dented electrical freak in the Gre- 
noble region of France, where light- 
ning struck an electrical power plant 
and spread flames and: destruction 
throughout the villages served over 
the wires from that plant. 

“In many instances the fuses in the 
houses did not immediately blow out 
and as a consequence the rooms were 
filled with flames and sparks which 
jumped all around. .

SOVIET NAVY RAISES . 
BRITISH SUBMARINE 


Red Commander States L-55 Was 
Sank in Baltic in 191 9—Offers 
Military Barial. 





Special Cable to THe New YORK TIMES. 
MOSCOW, Aug. 16.—The British 
submarine , L-55, sunk in Russian 
waters near Kronstadt on June 4, 
1919, by the Soviet torpedo boat Haz- 
ard, has just been raised by the 
Soviet’ authorities and taken into 
dock at. Kronstadt. The skeletons 
of forty bodies of the crew, impris- 
oned for nine years, were found in- 
side. The ship belongs to a class 
which is still the most powerful me- 
dium-sized submarine in the British 
fleet, having a maximum displace- 
ment of 1,150 tons and carrying six 
21-inch torpedoes and two 4-inch 
guns. Despite the ruptures, the re- 
mainder of the hull and the mechan- 
ism is reported to be still in good 
condition. 

Chief Commander of the Navy 
Muklevitch stated in an interview 
that the submarine belonged to the 
British detachment in the Gulf of 
Finland, under Rear Admiral Cowen, 
whose task was to take Kronstadt 
and to destroy the Russian fleet and 
then to help the Whites to win 
Leningrad. In numerous fruitless 
battles with the Soviet forces, Mukle- 
vitch said, between Dec. 18 and Aug. 
19, 1919, the British lost twelve other 
ships: the light cruiser Cassandra, 
the mine carriers Victoria, Verulam, 
Gentian and Myrtle, and seven tor- 
pedo cutters. 

Muklevitch added: 

‘“Involuntarily the question arises 
what were the English seeking in our 
territorial waters? Without any for- 
mal declaration of war they attacked 
us, sank our ships and bombarded 
our. forts. The English monitor 
Erebus frequently fired her 15-inch 
guns at our fort, Red Hill. The 
English broke into our house by the 
tight of might to kill the workers 
and peasants and to turn back the 
wheel of revolution. 

“Forty of those whose bodies we 
have found were our enemies, but 
the: Red sailors nourish no enmity 
against them. The English sailors 
carried out the will of those who sent 
them. and perished. We shall con- 
sider the wishes of the English Gov-

Suggested That United States De- 
sires to Put on Record Rec- 
ognition of Sovereignty.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—Cabled reports 
from Washington this morning that 
Secretary Kellogg would shortly sub- 
mit to the Egyptian Government a 
draft treaty of arbitration with the 
United States—which tonight’s dis- 
patches promoted to an actual fact— 
puzzled but has not, it is declared, 
perturbed British official circles. 
These reports were the first news 
this country had that America pro- 
posed an arbitration treaty with a 
country which is well known to be a 
British sphere of influence and 
whose foreign relations constitute 
one of the four “reserved points” 
specified in the unilateral declara- 
tion of 1922, The defense of Egypt 
“against all foreign aggression and 
interference, direct or indirect,’”’ is 
the phraseology of the reservation. 


Britain Not to Object. 


However, it is gathered that Bri- 
tain will make no objection. The 
United States will also conclude a 
separate arbitration treaty with Can- 
ada, which is an integral: part of 
the British Empire, and this would 
constitute an excellent precedent for 


making one with Egypt, except that 

it is expected here that Egypt will 

a : e in the treaty as a sovereign 
e. 

In any case, it is stated, Britain 
has placed herself on record un- 
oqureey, as favoring the principle 
of arbitration, and the United 
States wishes to provide such means 
of settlement of possible disputes 
with Egypt, Britain sees no reason 
for questioning her action. In view 
of the extreme unlikelihood of such 
disputes arising, however, Downing 
Street is puzzled why Secretary Kel- 
logg should take such action at all. 

ashington dispatches also credit 
Britain with the intention of insert- 
ing a British Monroe Doctrine clause 
in the new Anglo-American: arbitra- 
tion treaty which will shortly be ne- 
gotiated to replace the Bryce-Root 
treaty that expired in June. No defi- 
nite information was vouchsafed here 
on this point. The Foreign Office, it 
was declared, had been devoting its 
attention to the multilateral peace 
compact and had not decided what 
reservations, if any, it would make 
in connection with the arbitration 
treaty. 

One official expressed the view that 
Britain, having made her attitude 
clear in negotiation of the multilat- 
eral compact, would not find it nec- 
essary to repeat her reservation of 
British spheres of influence in the 
bilateral treaty. 

Whether she does or not, however, 
there is little doubt that Britain, hav- 
ing once laid down the principle, will 
consider it as the United States con- 
siders the Monroe Doctrine—an in- 
herent reservation in all future inter- 
national compacts. Like the Monroe 
Doctrine, this is destined to prove 
immortal and, doubtless also like the 
Monroe Doctrine, it is of a character 
sufficiently vague and ill-defined to 
admit of rapid growth and ever wider 
interpretation. 


Speculation in Unofficial Circles. 


Unofficially, there is some specula- 
tion in London tonight whether Mr. 
Kellogg’s anxiety to include Egypt 
within the ambit of American arbi- 
tration treaties might be due to a de- 
sire to put the United States on rec- 
ord as recognizin% Egypt’s sover- 
eignty and thus limiting the scope of 
the ‘‘British Monroe Doctrine’’ while 
it is still illdefined. 

Commentators with long memories 
recalled an interview in an Egyptian 
newspaper in June of last year, in 
which Dr. Morton Howell, the re- 
tiring American Minister to Egypt, 
criticized Britain’s attitude toward 
that country and complained in a 
speech that pressure was being ex- 
erted on the E Government 
for commercial advantages in favor 
of an unnamed power. r.

GIRL SLAYER FACES 


CHARGE OF MURDER 


District Attorney Will Seek First 
Degree Indictments for 
Her and Father. 


SHE IS UNREPENTANT 


Detectives Say 15-Year-Old Killer 
Asked Only If Man She Shot 
Was Not Yet Dead. 


Maria Arenchia, 15-year-old school 
girl of 287 Elizabeth Street, who 
mortally wounded Saferino Pantel- 
lena, 59 years old, her alleged be- 
trayer, Tuesday night, may be tried 
for first degree murder. She has con- 
fessed. to shooting Pantellena, who 
died Wednesday night in Beekman 
Street Hospital: Her father, Joseph, 
40, who surrendered on his lawyer’s 
advice, and who was held without 
bail in Homicide Court yesterday on 
a charge of acting in concert with 
her, may also face a first degree 
murder charge. His status will be 
decided on Monday. 

The girl, her father, her step- 
mother and other members of the 
family visited the headquarters of 
the Children’s Society on Tuesday to 
lodge a complaint against Pantel- 


lena. The visit, according to Vincent | | 


Pisarra, society agent, was made 
shortly before the shooting and the 
girl and her father apparently went 
directly to its scene from the so- 
ciety’s building. Mr. Pisarra was 
out at the time and officials, unable 
to understand the girl’s broken Eng- 
lish, told her to return later. 

Justice Hoyt in Children’s Court 
yesterday acceded to the request of 
Assistant District Attorney Brothers 
that Maria be committed to the cus- 
tody of the Children’s Society pend- 
ing Grand Jury investigation. Maria, 
who told the police she killed Pantel- 
lena because he had attacked her 
and she was to become a mother, 
was not arraigned before Justice 
Hoyt, although she was in the court 
building. According to Acting Dis- 
trict Attorney Pecora she is now of- 
ficially charged with felonious as- 
sault, but the Grand Jury will be 
asked on Tuesday to indict her for 
first degree murder. 

Arenchia was arraigned in Homi- 
cide Court yesterday morning be- 
fore Magistrate McAndrews, who 
held him on an affidavit. He re- 
mained silent yesterday, according 
to Detective Daniel Cavone of the 
Mercer Street Station. 

Cavorne, who took Maria to the 
Children’s Court, said yesterday that 
she was identified by Pantellena as 
his assailant just before he died. He 
also averred, according to Cavone, 
that her father was with her and 
he denied steadfastly that he had 
harmed her. 

‘“Ain’t he dead yet?’? Cavone 
quoted the girl as asking. She ap- 
peared unrepentant, he declared. 
The revolver used in the slaying was 
bought by Maria’s father fifteen 
years ago in Pennsylvania for $5, 
Cavone said.

Tribal Law Get Death Sentence 
in British Court.

BULUWAYO, British South Africa, 
Aug. 16.—Two cases of natives mur- 
dering twins in accordance with na- 
tive law in order to bring rain came 
before the court here today. It is a 
belief of the blacks that killing twins 
assures good rainfall. The victims 
are strangled with grass rope, placed 
in a pot and thrown in a river. 

The parents in the present cases 
are not accused, but the grand- 
parents and a mother-in-law are. 
One mother, however, said that she 
had not objected. She had not fed 
the children since birth, as this was 
against native law. This custom has 
been followed here for many years. 

One of the cases before the court 
today occurred sevegal years ago, 
and the Judge said that it was not 
desirable to go back too far, or half 
the natives in the country would be 
in court. He passed sentence of 
death in each case, but expressed 
the view that it was not likely to be 
executed. 

The accused pleaded that they 
were unaware that they were com- 
mitting a criminal act but were act- 
ing according to their own law.

It will undoubtedly be fol- 
lowed, Europe pomp e setting 
up of a conference, led perhaps 
by the United States, to discuss what 
changes might be brought about in 
the world as a result of these pro- 

osals. It might be that the United 

tates would call a conference for 
the discussion of reparations and 
allied debts.’’

Dr. Flexner said that there. fre- 
quently were definite’ indications of 
improvement in patients treated with 
serum before the onset of paralysis. 
If injected later there was rarely any 
improvement, he added. . 

r. Flexner. was asked if he be- 
lievéd it.a wise precaution to use the 
serum! as a preventive for children 
ye a family in which there was a case 

‘infantile: paralysis. He replied 
that except in the event of a definite 
epidemic it is rare for a family to 
have more than one case. He said 
that while the serum probably would 
be preventive, the amount. of,serum 
available was so limited it would not 
be practicable at present to use it as 
a.preventive. ~ 

It was pointed’ out by the commit- 
tee that it was difficult to obtain the 
blood from. patients, as most of them 
were children and’ were not in hos- 
pitals. 

The charge of $25 for a treatment 
is less than the actual cost of the 
serum, it was said. 

The ‘special committee of the New 
York Academy of (Medicine hf&s 
selected twenty physicians in*the dif- 
ferent boroughs, each of whom has a 
dose of the serum available. They 
are the only ones authorized by the 
academy committee to use the serum.

CHICAGO, Aug. 16.—Interchange

Science’s search for two new ele- 
ments was announced today by Pro- 
fessor B. S. Hopkins of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois at the American 
Chemical Society’s Institute at North- 
western University. 

‘‘Both should be like radium in be- 
ing radio-active,’? said the speaker, 
who is the only American ever to 
have discovered an element—illinium 
—‘‘and both should be short-lived; 

. that is, they should disappear soon 
after their isolation. 

“Elements Nos. 85 and 87 are still 
unknown,” he added. “The first 
should resemble iodine and the lat- 
ter should be like the metals cesium, 
rubidium, potassium and sodium. 

“Beyond the limits established by 
hydrogen and uranium we have no 
knowledge. There may be many ele- 
ments lighter than hydrogen and 
there may be whole series of un- 
known elements heavier than ura- 
nium.” 


CHICKEN DEALER FREED. 


I. R. Hough of Kingston Acquitted 
In Failure to Fill Orderg, 


Irving R. Hough, who operated a 
chicken farm at Kingston, N. Y., 
and who was placed on trial Tuesday 
before Federal Judge Meekins and a 
jury on a charge of using the mails 
to defraud, was acquitted yesterday. 
The defendant, it was alleged, ad- 
vertised extensively that he had for 
sale high-bred chickens and received 


orders from persons in various 
States. It was said that he had re- 
ceived about $3,000 in orders for 
which he did not send the chickens. 
Hough explained that he had suf- 
fered many misfortunes, among them 
being a jarge mortality among his 
chickens, so that it was impossible 
for him to fill orders as promptly 
as he had promised. 

Federal Prosecutor Wadmond had 
subpoenaed eighty witnesses from 
eleven States, but they were not 
called to the witness stand because 
counsel agreed to accept affidavits 
submitted in advance of trial. Judge 
Meekins, thanking the jurors, said 
if the defendant had been convicted 
he would have put him on probation 
for five years. Hough served eigh- 
teen months in the Atlanta Penitent- 
jary for fraud in connection with the 
sale of rabbits.

The controversy between horsemen 
and officials of the Chicago Business 
Men’s Association, which controls 
the track, was settled by an ultima- 


tum presented by John C. Schank, 
President of the association. 

In a midnight meeting Schank told 
the horsemen they would either race 
today or be thrown off the track. 
The horsemen then agreed to race. 

Today’s program had been threat- 
ened with cancellation following a 
controversy between horsemen and 
the management over. the collection 
of 1 per cent. of all purses to go 
into the general fund of the 
ee Horsemen’s Associa- 

on. 

Former Senator Johnson N. Cam- 
den of Kentucky led the owners in 
their objection to the 1 per cent. 
being taken from winning purses. The 
Horsemen’s Association, however, 
refused to run horses against entries 
from stables not affiliated with the 
organization and an arbitration com- 
mittee was appointed by the horse- 
men to carry their demands to the 
Illinois Turf “Association.

If what JOSEPHUS DANIELS of 
North Carolina had to say about 
Southern politics when he. visited 
Albany “caused a small cloud to 
gather over the Smith camp,” as our 
correspondent says, that camp must 
have been pitched under the silk 
canopy of hope rather than under 
the veritable sky of the campaign. 
For Mr. DANIELS said only what has 
been published many times in the 
last few weeks and accepted as fact 
by all political observers: that North 
Carolina is Dry, that upon the com- 
parative wetness of the acceptance 
speech will depend the amount of 
shrinkage in the Democratic major- 
ity there, that there is unrest in the 
South, that some of it is Dry and 
some anti-Catholic.

CHILDREN OF HOPE.

Representatives in Con- 
gress is a Democrat. In 1924 the 
Coolidge vote was only a little more 
than 8,000 larger than the La Fol- 
lette vote. Is Mr. HOOVER likely to 
be the darling of the Lafollettians 
there or anywhere else? And Mon- 
tana, too, is a “nullifier.’ Do the 
Republicans scorn these small sheafs 
of electoral votes? There are many 
fatter ones that can’t be had, if 
they can be had, without the utmost 
effort. 

In Minnesota, with twelve, the 
Republican Party is “all shot to 
pieces.” Mr. HOOVER has been painted 
by Republicans as the enemy of “ the 
farmers.” As yet the Republican can- 
didates for State office have not as- 
sociated themselves with his cause. 
Time and money and work may 
patch up the rents now so visible, 
but Minnesota seems to be one 
of the numerous “safe Republican 
States” that have become highly 
unsafe; and she has a considerable 
background of ‘revolt, independence 
and Farm-Laborism. Wisconsin’ has 
thirteen votes, Wets “to burn.” The 
majority of her “ Republicans” are 
not Republicans at all. Of her two 
Senators, Mr. BLAINE has leaned 
strongly toward the Democratic can- 
didate, while Mr. LA FOLLETTE, ab- 
sorbed by his State ticket, will steer 
clear of national concerns until after 
the primary; If Wisconsin doesn’t 
look like a hard nut. to the Republi- 
cans, they must have squirrel teeth. 

Of Illinois, with twenty-nine votes, 
and Indiana, with, fifteen, we say 
nothing, out of consideration for our 
Republican friends, save that their 
party in those States has a past and 
&@ present that are “ picturesque,” as 
the convict called his suit. Of Ohio, 
with twenty-four electoral votes, it

THE WEST SIDE HIGHWAY. 


Yesterday’s action of the Board 
of Estimate in approving part of 
Borough President MILLER’s plan for 
an elevated motor highway on the 
west side came as something of a 
surprise. The city had backed and 
filled on the project, and lately the 
Mayor did not seem any too kindly 
disposed toward it. It has evoked 
a great deal of discussion, with the 
result that the. various. civic organi- 
zations which take an interest in 
such matters have ranged them- 
selves on opposite sides. The Re- 
gional Plan Committee, which speaks 
with much authority although it:is 
an entirely unofficial body, has taken 
a middle ground. While “ agreeing 
“in principle that it will probably 
“be necessary to construct an ele- 
“vated highway along the west side 
“of the island of Manhattan in the 
“course of time,” it “ considers that 
“the erection of such a highway in 
“the form now proposed is not the 
“first and most logical step.” 

At the time this statement was 

made, a year ago, members of the 
committee felt that the highway, if 
considered at all, should be coordi- 
nated with other plans for west side 
improvement, specifically with the 
project to remove the New York 
Central tracks from grade. Since 
then a great deal of progress has 
been made in that direction. The 
committee also felt that more con- 
sideration should be. given to the 
artistic: design of the various struc- 
tures involved. They have now re- 
ceived the approval of the Art Com- 
mission. Over’ and beyond that, 
however, the planners thought it 
would be well first to try removing 
the obstructions from the marginal 
way, West Street and Twelfth Ave- 
nue, to secure a continuous: traffic 
artery from the Battery north to 
Seventy-second Street, and see if 
that wouldn’t serve the city’s needs 
—at least for the time. 
Even those who are opposed to 
the project as a whole favor erecting 
a viaduct over the Sixtieth Street 
railroad yards. Apparently, that is 
all that the city is definitely com- 
mitted to under yesterday’s resolu- 
tion. The rest of Mr. MILLER’s plans 
will come up for consideration next 
month. The city authorities would 
be well advised to postpone final 
consideration of major public im- 
provements of this character until 
they have set up the permanent 
official planning commission, which, 
as Mayor WALKER’S committee re- 
cently declared, is the paramount 
need at present. Why should not the 
Mayor start the machinery at’ work 
at once for the establishment of 
such a body? It is foolish to build 
first and plan afterward. 








SIR GEORGE TREVELYAN. 


From Clapham and ZACHARY 
MACAULAY how did so much high tal- 
ent spring? The showy and metallic 
rhetoric of the son is not the best 
part of the inheritance. The daugh- 
ter, not too felicitous in her name, 
HANNAH MOORE, marrying a TREVEL- 
YAN, began a line in which talent 
almost akin to genius seems heredi- 
tary. Sir GEORGE OTTO TREVELYAN 
was one of those fortunate English- 
men—or should we say Welshmen? 
—who, born to the best, combine 
studious habits with social pleasures, 
sport and many healthful outdoor 
vigors. Dean of the Victorian sur- 
vivors, he probably enjoyed every 
day of his fourscore and ten years. 

A Harrow boy of 14, he heard DIs- 
RAELI, Chancellor of the Exchequer 
in Lord DERBY’s first Government, 
make the famous, unfortunate budget 
speech of 1852 and scorned to listen 
to GLADSTONE, in whose Cabinet he 
was to be included more than once 
later. -It is not in his political but 
his literary aspect that he is to be re- 
membered. He “ commenced author ” 
at Cambridge in ’61. His amusing 
drama or “ skit,” “Horace at the 
University of Athens,” cost him a, 
fellowship, according to the legend. 
The Master of Trinity, all-scribbling, 
omniscient WHEWELL, was “ grievéd 
and movéd,” ‘like .King DAvip in 
the hymn, by the youth’s topical 
irreverence. 

This used to be bound up. with 
“The Ladies in Parliament,” still 
delightful reading even in this politi- 
cal plenaline of the superior sex. 
From‘ such pleasant polished trifles, 
which might have seemed to point 
to a budding GODLEY or CALVERLEY, 
he turned some ten years later to 
the biography of his uncle. In “ The 
Life and Letters of Lord Macaulay ” 
he gave us one of the most enter- 
taining books of the last century; a 
biography to some of us much mar- 
rowier than the subject. “ The Early 
History of Charles James Fox” and 
the four-volume “History of - the

The immediate change. in his 
habits, it must be admitted, stopped 
many degrees below the mark of 
perfection. He still lived on credit; 
which he could not very well help 
if he was to live at all. He still 
entered in the. book at Brooks’s 
Club his fifty-guinea bets that war 
with France would not break. out 
for two years; that Lord NorrH 
would have ceased to be Prime 
Minister within the twelvemonth; 
and that he himself would be called 
to the Bar before four given Peers 
were all either dead or married. 
He still played long and high and 
often. He still attended race-meet- 
ings with a.sort of religious regu- 
larity, and gradually built up for 
himself a reputation of being the 
best handicapper in England. He 
liked going to his bed as little as 
ever, though he conformed so far 
to the received theories regarding 
the necessity. of sleep that, when 
once there, he left it later than had 
been his wont. * * * — 

As he grew in years, the time 
which he employed bore ever a 
larger proportion to the time which 
he wasted. His elders loved him, 
none the’ less because he was a 
learner in the intercourse of so0- 
ciety, and never intentionally a 
teacher; for what he had to tell 
mankind he was quite satisfied 
with imparting to them five times 
a week in the House of Commons. 
He tended steadily and perceptibly 
throughout his life toward higher 
views and quieter’ ways, until his 
sweet and lofty nature had lost all 
trace of what had been disastrous, 
and nearly fatal, to him in his 
early circumstances and training. 
Before he was old, or even elderly, 
@ moralist would have been hard 
to please who would not allow him 
to be a good man; and assuredly 
the most imaginative of novelists 
could not have invented a better 
fellow.

THE NEGRO IN BUSINESS. 


It is twenty-eight years since the 
National Negro Business League 
was founded under the leadership of 
BOOKER T. WASHINGTON. The pres- 
ence of 500 delegates from many 
parts of the United States here in 
New York City at the twenty-ninth 
annual session gives evidence of the 
vitality of this organization. It is 
directed not toward segregation of a 
group and the consolidation of its 
interests, but rather toward the de- 
velopment of self-reliance and habits 
of thrift ‘and business sense among 
its members. Major MOTON, the 
head of Tuskegee, said in addressing 
the league in support of the pur- 
poses, which it has had from its in- 
ception, that; while cooperation with 
other races was ultimately essential, 
they must first demonstrate their 
own capacity to cooperate among 
themselves. This rests upon the con- 
viction that no race can’climb faster 
than the development of its commer- 
cial enterprise permits. : 

In 1925 there were more-than 200 
lines of business in which 70,000 
negroes were engaged, and the 
amounts invested in these business 
enterprises had risen to more than 
$60,000,000. This would be pitiably 
small for a people of 12,000,000 were 
it not that it shows a growth from 
almost nothing in a half century on 
the part of those who had no earlier 
experience to draw upon, who began 
at the scratch, without even the 
elements of an education or the 
lift of even a slight financial or 
social inheritance. Viewed in its 
just perspective, it is a noteworthy 
achievement. 

The ability of a people to carry on 
business with efficiency, which in- 
cludes as its prime factor honesty, 
is a test of its capacity for going 
forward. - When-this demonstration 
has been made widely, as it is being 
made by a-gratifyingly increasing 
number of negro men in. business 
and employing business methods, 
even more rapid progress’ will . be 
made in the essentials of what 
the. modern world has defined as 
civilization. ES:

GERMANY’S BIG LINERS. 

With the launching of ‘the Europa 
and the Bremen Germany takes the 
lead in the construction of the larg- 
est Atlantic passenger liners. These 
great vessels will: be put into’ ser~ 
vice between Bremen and New York. 
They are longer. than any liner 
owned by Great Britain or the United 
States, and the claim is made for 
them that they are more modern in 
equipment, decoration and furnish- 
ing. Like the Ile de France, they 
are to use airplanes as auxiliaries 
to land mail and passengers. ‘ Ger- 
many seems determined to recover 
the standing in Atlantic transporta- 
tion which was. forfeited by defeat 
in the great war.

The Olympic and Aquitania come 
next, then the new French boats Ile 
de France and Paris.

est liners: her registered tonnage is 
32,500 and her length 790 feet.. The 
progress in building Atlantic steam- 
ships since 1881, when the Servia, 
the first steel ship, was added to the 
Cunard fleet, has been impressive 
for improvement in design, capacity 
and speed. But in some quarters the 
opinion is that expansion is no longer 
desirable, because the big ship is 
very expensive to run. The four-day 
ship as projected will not be another 
Leviathan. 








“DANGEROUS” READING. 


To protect the morals of the 
young; always considered an effort 
worth while, has become an impera- 
tive need of education since psycho- 
analysis has revealed the power of 
the sex impulse from the cradle to 
the grave. This is the most recent 
reinforcement of censorship’s at- 
tempt to justify itself. “Morals” in 
the. sense here used is-a narrow 
word. It has nothing to do with ly- 
ing, stealing or murder. It refers to 
morality with a capital M, and that 
means sexual morality. To protect 
young people from the harmful in- 
fluence of exciting books by sup- 
pressing those that. seem to him 
objectionable is part of the censor’s 
self-imposed task. 

Two lawyers, Mr. M. L. ERNST 
and Mr. WILLIAM SEAGLE, are writ- 
ing a book on censorship of which 
the chapter on the power of books to 
demoralize is printed in the current 
number of Plain Talk. Here again 
the language of the cheap “ thriller ” 
is used to discuss'an old-fashioned 
subject. In every instance of a “‘ maid 
betrayed,” how many maids were 
rendered defenseless by the reading 
of a book? There used to be an im- 
pression that a large proportion of 
the betrayed were illiterate,’ but 
censorship is rigorous in pointing 
out books which are so stimulating 
that if they have not “ruined” any 
girls they ought to. The lawyers 
believe that science, using the ques- 
tionnaire as a spade, can unearth 
the answer to the question that 
heads their article: “Can books 
ruin girls?” 

Not a great deal of material has 
been accumulated as yet, but they 
cite enough to indicate what their 
own answer will be. Passing quickly 
over two or three reports of opinion 
rather than fact, they come to a 
study of Dr.. KATHARINE BEMENT 
DAVIS’s survey of 1,200 college wom- 
en who agreed, on pledges of anonym- 
ity, to answer ‘her questionnaire as 
honestly as possible. Of more than 
200 questions, only two had a bear- 
ing on the problem in hand. By com- 
piling the replies to these, it: was 
found only ninety-five women replied 
“books” to the question “ What 
“things are most stimulating sexu- 
“ ally?’ If the censor had the titles 
of those books, he could logically 
proceed with their suppression. In- 
stead of guessing at possible exciters 
by the method: of reading them him- 
self, he could know from sworn testi- 
mony that certain. volumes had 
actually acted as sex stimuli. True, 
the number ‘affected is extremely 
small—only 6 per cent of the total 
number of. girls admitting any kind 
of reaction from any cause. But the 
censor would not fail in his duty if 
only one ‘girl waited to be saved 
from literary seduction, 

He need not be kept in the dark. 
The ninety-five gave the titles and 
authors of books from which they 
got information or a “ thrill.” The. 
Bible, the dictionary and ‘the ency- 
clopedia head the list. GALSWORTHY, 
SHAW. and. ROSE MACAULAY are 
among the authors. It should be 
noted that their readers did not com- 
plain that any of these writings had 
debauched them. They merely stated’ 
facts.’ But. facts are raw material 
for censorship to work with. With. 
the guiding light of science, it may 
now be able to suppress more and 
better books,

Once 
the saplings have taken firm hold 
their -growth is fast enough. to be 
noticeable year by year.

SAFETY IN ELEVATORS. 


Additfonal Signal for Automatic Lift 

‘Doors Is Suggested. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: — 
May I ada still.another suggestion 

for a safety device on futomatic ele- 

vators to those-mentioned by Dis- 


Times? 

Considerable experience with auto- 
matic lifts in Continental European 
cities, where they are generally em- 
ployed in apartment houses of the 
prevailing height of four to six 
stories, has convinced. me that one 
particular device is sadly needed: a 
device which would make accidents 
like the recent deplorable fatality in 
New York impossible. This is some 
arrangement by which a_ signal 
could be flashed above the push but- 
ton at every floor warning passen- 
gers desirous of using the elevator 
that some one is just getting into it 
at another floor. There are signals in 
scme lifts to show that they are in 
motion, but I have never yet seen any 
warning that a door on another floor 
is just being opened. It is the one 
danger I always fear in automatic 
lifts, the thought that while I am 
getting myself, all loose ends of gar- 
ments, protruding umbrella, pack- 
ages or the like into. the -elevator, 
some one will start it from another 
floor. 

The latest victim, it will still be re- 
membered, was killed when her 
father started the car from another 
floor. And even had there been-no 
space between the door of the car 
and the door of the shaft (some such 


lifts do not have car doors) the child 
might have been killed just the same. 
A moment’s ‘slowness in closing the 
shaft door,.a garment caught, or a 
projecting umbrella end, might cause 
death at the hands of some perfectly 
innocent would-be passenger on an- 
other floor.

MEXICO CITY, Aug. 16.—At the 
meeting of the round table of the 
Inter-American Institute today the 
question of imperialism . was_.- dis- 
cusséd in the presence of a large 
number of Mexican and’ American 
educationists, : sepgmewg opt oni 
and. others. 

Dr. Eysler Simpson, in ‘speaking 
on the problem of American im- 
perialism, stated that in effect such 
a phenomenon presents no: danger 
for Latin America, and that politi- 
cal imperialism is merely. the result 
of economic conditions and that 
social transformation is the ‘sole s0o- 
lution of the problem. 

Today’s talk was upon ‘‘The Defi- 
nition = Imperialism in Its .Differ- 
ent Aspects—Economic Political 
and Cultural.’’ The outstanding fig- 
ure in the debate was Dr. Simpson. 
He said 

No political danger should be ‘seen 
in imperialism. at Latin-Amer 
ican countries should do is to de- 
velop their riches, to develop 
their technique, to form  germ- 
inizing roots for their industries and 
adopt American methods in that 
work, but especially to maintain 
their culture snagge defend it at all 
costs, as Mexico is doing, so as 
be strong not only materially 
also spiritually and thus to be mo, 
and more respected.’’ 

A Mexican speaker, Dr. de Alb 
eulogized the work of the Inte 
American Institute in its effort to 
understand the problems of Latin- 
American countries and seeking 
friendlier intelligence among the nae 
tions of the Western Hemisphere. 

Shows America’s Wealth. 

Professor Jesus Silva Herzog also 
gave his view of imperialism. He 
affirmed the value of the economic 
law of concentration which reduced 
the number of workmen and of in- 
dustries, in face of the progress of 
capitalism which, instead of .the 
small manufacturer, organizes great 
tructs. The law of concentration, he 
Said, is an. economic necessity and 
that necessity is imperialism, an eco- 
nomic necessity which cannot be cone 
tained within a determined sphere. 

He then showed with statistical 
data the preponderance in: nearly 
every order of wealth of the United 
States over other countries. The 
United States, he said, p 
more than 35 per cent. of the rai 
ways of the world and has 80 pe 
cent. of the automobiles, or moré¢ 
than 22,000,000. Out of the stock 
— held by twenty-five nations 

925 it held $2,270,000,000, which 
creased in two years to $4, 600, 
or 50 per cent. of the world’s 

The speaker went on to say Fat in: 
vestments in Latin America’ in 
reached $1,248,000,000 and, in 1927, 
$74,917,000,000. That, he: said, repre- 
sents the economic “exuberance 
which has escaped from that great 
capitalist concentration’’ and hag ine 
vaded Spanish America. 


Mexicans Stress Simpson’s Talk. 


Political imperialism, he. held, is 
the resultant of economic imperial- 
ism, saying that after every North 
American merchant goes his flag 


and that after commercial interests 
= created political penetration fol- 
Ows. 

The Mexico City press stresses the 
words of Dr. Simpson, who stated 
that he did not wish to defend his 
country against any other, but mere- 
ly wished to state facts. He said in 
etfect that North American invest- 
ments in Latin America had in- 

creased enormously, but that the 
same has happened in Canada and 
in European countries where imperi- 
alism is neither spoken of nor feared. 

Imperialism, he said, is not the 
same as commercial development, but 
it is the result of that formidable 
North American industrial ma- 
chine which must develop itself.

ADMIRAL EBERLE, 64, 
QUITS ACTIVE DUTY 


Ranking Officer on Navy List 
Retires Today ‘After Service 
of 47 Years. 


HEADED ANNAPOLIS IN 1915 


Received Distinguished Service 
Medal for Work In Training 


Officers During War. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 16.—Rear 
Admiral Edward Walter Eberle, 
ranking officer on the navy list, with 
@ career on the sea that has ex- 
tended over forty-seven years, will 
be relieved of all active duty to- 
morrow, having reached the statu- 
tory retiring age of 64 years. He was 
Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Navy General Board, war- 
time superintendent of the Naval 
Academy, organizer and first com- 
mander-in-chief of the United States 
battle fleet and Chief of naval opera- 
tions for four years. 

Admiral Eberle was born at Den- 
ton, Texas, on Aug. 17, 1864, when 
the country was in the throes of 
civil war. At 17 he was appointed 
to the Naval Academy, as a cadet 
midshipman, being graduated in 

. For the first nine years after 
graduation from panepe olis he served 
at sea in ships of the Pacific, Atlan- 
tic and Asiatic stations, 

Wi the innovation of wireless, 
Admiral Eberle, then a Lieutenant 
Commander, drew up _ instructions 
and devised codes for the operation 
of wireless afloat and ashore. 

When President Roosevelt sent the 
fleet on its cruise around the world 
under ‘‘Fighting Bob’’ Evans and 
Admiral Sperry, Lieut. Commander 
Eberle was on one of the sixteen 
battleships making the historic voy- 
age. 

The organization of destroyers into 
tactical units for battle was essential 
about 1915 and to Admiral Eberle 
was assigned the task. The Atlantic 
torpedo fleet thus formed was com- 
prised of the new destroyers and sub- 
marines of that day. At that time 
he conceived the smoke screen tac- 
tics which have played such a part 
in subsequent operations of the de- 
stroyer. 

Aviation, then in its infancy in the 
navy, was used by Captain Eberle 
off Guantanamo, Cuba, in 1913 to de- 
termine the depths at which sub- 
merged submarines might be de 
tected from the air. 

The year 1915 brought his selection 

as the Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy, where he remained during 
the World War. 
For his excellent service to his 
country at Annapolis he was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal for World War services. 

Once again, in 1919, Admiral 
Eberle was ordered to sea, his new 
assignment being the last afloat in 
his varied career. For two years 
he commanded the Fifth and then 
the Seventh battleship division of the 
fleet. Aviation had now become a 
definite factor in the organization of 
the fleet and the amalgamation of 
the new arm was the cause of much 
aay on his part. A new system of 

als, the new fleet tactics re- 
rm ting from the studies of the 
World War, and the wider use of 
the radio or wireless telegraph which 
he had helped establish years before 
were other developments which he 
saw brought into use in the fleet. 

He succeeded Admiral Rodman in 
command of the Pacific fleet in 1921 
and during his command the battle 
fleet was organized with Eberle as 
its initial Commander-in-Chief.

HISTORIAN, DIES A790 


Former Member of Parliament 
Was Biographer of Lord 
Macaulay. 


LIVED ON A VAST ESTATE 


A Four-Volume History of the 
American. Revolution One of 
His Most Noted Works. 


Wireless to Taw New Yorre Times. 

LONDON, Aug. 16-—Sir George 
Otto Trevelyan, distinguithed states- 
man, author and historian, died at 
midnight, aged 90, at his home in 
Northumberland, where he had been 
lying critically ill for some days. He 
was the last survivor but one, name- 
ly, Lord Rosebery, of all those who 
sat in the Cabinet with Gladstone. 


Related to Lord Macaulay. 


Sir George Otto Trevelyan was 
born at Rothley Temple, Leicester- 
Shire, on July 20, 1888, the oldest 
son of the first Baronet of Trevelyan 
and the formér Hannah More Ma- 
caulay, daughter of Zachary Ma- 
caulay, Secretary of the Anti-Slavery 
Society and sister of the famous 
English writer, Lord Macaulay. He 
succeeded his father in the title in 
1886. Three years later he married 
Caroline, daughter of R. N. Phillips, 
formerly M. P. for Bury, Lancashire 
and Welcombe, Stratford-on-Avon. 
They had three sons. 

Sir George was educated at Harrow 
and at Trinity College, Cambridge 
University. He was second in First 
Class of the Classical Tripos at Cam- 
bridge in 1861, and later was Scholar 
and Honorary Fellow of his alma 
mater, and also Honorary Fellow of 
Oriel College, Oxford. 

He started his public career in 
1865, when he was elected. to the 
House of Commons from Tynemouth. 
Three years later he was elected 
from Hawick Burghs. In 1868 he was 
made Civil Lord of the Admiralty 
and twelve years later Secretary of 
the Admiralty. He also had held the 
following posts: Chief Secretary for 
Ireland, 1882; Chancellor of the 
Duchy ‘of Lancaster with a seat in 
the Cabinet, 1884; Secretary for Scot- 
land, 1886; ‘again Secretary for Scot- 
land, 1892. 


Helped Abolish Purchase in Army. 


He took an active part in promot- 
ing the abolition of purchase in the 
army and the extension of ‘‘house- 
hold suffrage’ to the English coun- 
ties. He retired as M. P. on Jan. 30, 
1897, and went to live on his 14,000- 
acre estate in Northumberland. He 
made frequent trips to Italy, whose 
history he studied assiduously for 
many years. 

Before and after retiring from ac- 
tive public life, Sir George engaged 
extensively in literary and scholarly 

ursuits, with the result that he 
eaves behind a sizable list of books 
of varied character. His earlier writ- 
ings include ‘‘The Ladies in Parlia- 
ment,’’ ‘‘Horace at the University of 
Athens, and Other Pieces,’’ collected 
and published in 1868; ‘‘The Com- 
petition Wallah,’’ 1864; “Cawn ore,”’ 
1865; “The Life and Letters o Lord 
Macaulay,” 1876; ‘‘Selections from 
the Writings of Lord Macaulay,” 
1876, and ‘‘The Early History of 
Charles James Fox,’’ 1880. 


Wrote on American History. 


Later he turned from the predomi- 
nantly biographical and personal 
chronicle to general histories of 
wide range. The major work in this 
list was the four-volume “History of 
the American Revolution,’’ published 
in 1909. Four years earlier, Sir 
George’s ‘“‘Interludes in Prose and 
Verse’’ had been given to the public. 
Two volumes followed, entitled 
“George III’”’ and ‘‘Charles Fox.” The 
first was printed in 1912 and the sec- 
ond in 1914. 

The heir to the baronetcy, created 
in 1874, is Charles Philips Trevelyan, 
oldest son of Sir George, who has 
been Labor member of Parliament 
for Newcastle since 1922.

FIRE AT-LAKE GEORGE 
DOES $100,000 DAMAGE 


Several Buildings in Town’s Busi- 
_ ness District Are Barned— 
Outside Aid Called. 


Special to The New York Times. 

LAKE GEORGE, Aug. 16.—Fire 
here swept the Carpenter and Irish 
blocks, which house three stores, a 
motion picture theatre, a restaurant 
and tourists’ apartments, this after- 
noon, and for a time threatened to 
destroy all business buildings on the 
west side of Canada Street. It was 
necessary to call the Fire Depart- 
ments of Glens Falls, Warrensburg 
and Bolton to bring the fire under 
control. 

The blaze was discovered at1 P.M. 
in the Carpenter-apartments above 
the Arcade Theatre, Patrick Foley 
market and Fred Vosburg novelty 
store, 

The Lake George firemen were 
greatly hampered in their work by a 
shortage of water in the village 
mains, and it was not until the ar- 
rival of the Warrensburg pumper 
that streams of any size were played 
on the fire, which had by this time 
spread to the Irish building. The 
Boiton firemen were next to ar- 
tive, and soon Chief Gates and Fire- 
men Bogard, Stewart, Preston and 
Robillard arrived with the Glens 
Falls pumper. 

The Hotel Mayard, north of the 
Carpenter block, caught fire, but the 
flames were extinguished without 
much damage except to its restau- 
rant. 

The firemen succeeded in checking 
the fire before the flames entered 
the Allen Shaw restaurant, and most 
of the damage in the Irish block 
was caused by water. 


Mrs. W. H. enter refused an 
offer of $150,000 for the Carpenter 
block and theatre business only last 
week. Mrs. Carpenter’s loss is esti- 
mated at ays , covered by insur- 
ance of $20,000 

The loss in the two Vosbur stores, 
the second one being in the Irish 
block, was about $30,000, covered by 
insurance of $10, Soa The Foley mar- 
ket loss was $15,000, insurance $4,000. 
The $2,000 damage to the Hotel May- 
ard was fully covered by insurance. 
Water did about $500 damage in the 
Shaw restaurant. Fred osburg’s 
loss in the Irish building is put at 
$2,500; he had no insurance. 

Great excitement reigned through- 
out the time the fire raged. Thou- 
sands of city guests and residents 
crowded the streets, and all traffic 
through Canada Street was blocked 
for two hours.

AWAITS NEW - PROPOSALS 


Estimate Board Defers Action to Al- 
low Property Owners to 
“Think It Over.” — 


A continued public hearing before 
the Board of Estimate yesterday on 
the proposed ‘widening of Second 
Avenue, Chrystie .and Forsythe 
Streets, necessary to carrying out 
Mayor Walker's model tenement 
plans for this vicinity was halted by 
the Mayor to deliver an ultimatum 
to. property. owners. . The Mayor said 
that if ‘‘reasonable’’ prices for land 
to be acquired for the widening 
project and: tenement. construction 
could not be obtained by the city 
**we’ll move elsewhere, where prices 
are lower and property owners more 
reasonable.’’. 

As the large delegation sought to 
be heard the Mayor brought down 
his gavel, delivered his pronounce- 
ment and then announced that ac- 
tion would be postponed on the 
widening project until the next meet- 
ing. of the board, scheduled for Sept. 
27. He said the interval would give 
the property owners opportunity ‘‘to 
think it over.’’ The Mayor pointed 
out that the plan called for rooms 
renting at $10 each a month, and 
therefore the price of the land was

Mayor Against Condemnation. ° 
‘ Miss. Sophie Imené Loeb, social ser- 
vice worker, suggested that con- 
demination proceedings involving 


some of the properties might be re- 
sorted to in order that the city might 
obtain them at a reasonable price, 
with the effect of bringing down 
prices fixed by the. court on other 
properties later. It is understood 
that the city has assurance from 
owners of about one-third of the 233 
parcels needed that it can take title 
at reasonable prices. - 

Mayor Walker rejected Miss Loeb’s 
proposal, saying: 

“My experience with condemnation 
proceedings is that the city invari- 
ably pays 200, or per cent. 
above assessed valuations for prop- 
erty acquired in this manner.”’ 

Addressing the property owners, 
the Mayor said: 

“Unless those certain people come 
to reasonable terms, this project will 
be abandoned and we will look else- 
where for a site for the model hous- 
ing plan. ‘The: city doesn’t want to 
resort to coercion, but I think it is 
about time to sit up and take notice 
when word comes o us that property 
owners in. the area under discussion 
admit they must ask prices above 
the assessed valuation because some 
one in some city department helped 
them beat down the valuations ‘to 
figures unfair to the city.’’ 

The Mayor did not comment fur- 
ther on the report of department aid 
to property owners other than to 
announce that he’ would have the 
matter. investicated, terming it ‘‘a 
‘startling and interesting revelation.”’ 


To Fight for Housing Plan. 


“There are certain property owners 
to whom the call of humanitarianism 
has no appeal,’’ the Mayor. contin- 
ued.. ‘‘Evidently, model tenements 


for the relief of the poor interests 
them very little, if at all. Let me 
tell these property owners they are 
not going to hold up this model tene- 
ment housing plan. I have begun 
it and I am going to see that it is 
carried out at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. ~ 

“Let me say, too, that there is no 
more foolish property owner than the 
one who hopes that, through stall- 
ing this matter, he and those like 
him will succeed in having the ques- 
tion of valuations thrown into court. 

“IT want to serve notice now that 
this Chrystie Street-Forsythe Street 
widening project will not go through 
unless the prices paid by the city 
warrant $10-a-room tenements. If 
that can’t be done, we'll move else- 
where, where prices are lower and 
property owners are more reason- 
able.’’ 

After the matter had been laid 
over, representatives of the East 
Side Chamber of Commerce informed 
the Mayor that members of the body 
planned to. erect model tenements in 
Avenue A, between Third and Fourth 


; Streets.

Barred From Ballot. 


HEAD CALLED CONSERVATIVE 


‘ 


Election Board Holds Small Party 
Was Reorganized to Split 
Liberal Opposition. 


By Tropical Radio. 

MANAGUA Nicaragua, Aug. 16.— 
The so-called Liberal - Republican 
Party filed a protest with the Na- 
tional Board of Elections today 
against the refusal of the board to 
recognize it as a bona fide party en- 
titled to nominate candidates for the 
Presidential election of Nov. 4. 

Dr. Luis F. Corea, a former Amer- 
ican citizen who resumed his Nica- 
raguan citizenship, in 1924, is the héad 
of the group. Several of his friends 
declare that they will stay away 
from the polls in November. and that 
Dr. Corea will make a trip soon to 
the United States to lay his claims 
before President Coolidge. Dr. Corea 
was a candidate for President of 
Nicaragua in 1924, polling about 7,000 
votes, or less than 10 per cent. of the 
total. In 1926 thc group nominated 
two candidates.for Congress. One 
candidate. polled. 21. votes and the 
other one only 2 votes. 

Members of the election mission 
have made a careful investigation of 
the history and present status of the 
group and.reached the conclusion 
that it had no identity as a bona 
fide party. No convention has been 
held by the members since 1924 and 
there are strong grounds for belief 
that the group has been organized 
for trading purposes only. 

Dr. Corea contends that ne is a 
Liberal, but is opposed to the candi- 
dacy . of General .José Maria Mon- 
cada, Liberal nominee for President. 
The Liberals declare that Dr. Corea 
is really a Conservative and that he 
is being financed by Conservatives in 
erder to split the Liberal vote. Un- 
der the Nicaraguan Constitution this 
might result in throwing the fina! 
selection of the President into the 
Nicaraguan Congress, which is con- 
trolled by the Conservatives. 

‘The Liberals further charge that 
Conservative leaders have ‘‘lent’’ 
several thousand members of their 
party to Dr. Corea so that he can 
show considerable strength on paper. 

The Elections Board at the same 
time that it ruled out Dr. Corea’s 
Liberal Republican faction also de- 
nied recognition to a small group 
calling themselves Conservative Re- 
publicans. No other factions have 
asked for recognition. 

As Aug. 14 was the last day on 

which nominations could be received 
by the board, it is now certain that 
the election will be. limited to the 
two historic parties in accordance 
with the intention of the Stimson 
agreements, which ended the revolu- 
tion last year.

Manipulated Petty Cash Accounts 
and Altered Books, He Admits, 
to Ald Wife and Daughter. 


Trying to “keep up with the 
Joneses’? landed another trusted em- 
ployee in a cell at Police Headquar- 
ters yesterday. He is Walter R. 
Whiteford, 45 years old, who in 
twenty-two years’ service in the New 
York office of D. C. Heath & Co., 
publishers, had risen from office boy 
to cashier, with about $1,000,000 a 
year passing through his hands, and 
a salary of $60 a week. 

He was arrested yesterday morn- 
ing at the Grand Central Terminal 
by Detectives Frank Walsh and 
Frank Phillips of Inspector Cough- 
lin’s staff. They told him that while 
he had been on a five weeks’ vaca- 
tion trip to the Yellowstone National 
Park and back through Canada ac- 
countants had been going over his 
books and had discovered that for 
the last six years he had been sys- 
tematically robbing the company. 

Their mild-featured, gray-haired 
prisoner made no denial. He con- 
fessed he had stolen about $100 a 
week and occasionally more by ma- 
nipulating his petty cash account 
and making false entries in his 
books. 

None of the money went for dissi- 

ation or speculation, he told them. 
He does not drink or smoke, has 
never been in a night club and sought 
only to give his wife and 15-year-old 
daughter the kind of home he 
thought they deserved, he said. 

He explained some of the devices 
he had used in avoiding detection so 
long. When a:requisition for stamps 
came to him, he would fill it, then 
raise it from $50 to $150, for exam- 
ple, and appropriate the difference. 
He did the same with vouchers. 
When cash or checks came to him 
by mail he occasionally converted 
them to his own uses and falsified 
the books, he said. 

"She detectives said that the total 
cf his peculations cannot be definite- 
iy established until the audit of his 
books has been completed, but that 
it will probably be between $50,000 
and $75,000. 

Whiteford lived with his wife and 
daughter in an apartment at 247 
New York Avenue, Brooklyn. He 
was charged with grand larceny and 
forgery and will be arraigned this 
morning in Jefferson Market Court.

They were 
obtained by her husband, a member 
of the 18th New York Infantry in 
the Civil War, she says, and she lent 
them with the understanding that 
they would be returned when the 
Grand mg ceased to exist.

He was Toombs’s closest adviser 
when he bought control of the com- 
pany in June, 1927, and last week 
he sheltered Toombs for several days 
in his hotel apartment when the 
harassed broker was attempting to 
evade reporters. 

He is of Rumanian birth, and has 
related that he came to America as

Toombs Firm in Receivership.

‘ARTER PISTOL FIGHT 


Running ; Battle . in, Brooklyn 
Streets. Brings. . Speedy 
Robbery Indictments. 


THREE THUGS PLEAD GUILTY 


One Detective and Two Bandits 
Slightly Wounded in Fray 
Which Starts in Store. 


Within less than fourteen: hours 
after five men had been captured as 
bandits by detectives in a running 
pistol fight early yesterday morning 
in which one detective and two of 
the: pursued men were wounded, all 
five of the prisoners had been in- 
dicted for attempted robbery. Three, 
charged with attempted robbery and 
robbery in the first degree,’ pleaded 
guilty to both charges. The two 
others said they were not guilty of 
attempted robbery when the group 
appeared before County Judge Vause 
in Brooklyn. 

The five prisoners are William Sul- 
livan, 19 years old, of 440 West 143rd 


Street, Manhattan; Max Escold, 21, 
of 169 Nostrand Avsnue, Brooklyn; 
Richard Hayes, 18, of Wyckoff and 
Smith Streets, Brooklyn; Michael 
Gagliardi, 21, of 812 Fifth Avenue, 
Manhattan; and Anthony Abitabila, 
22, of 324 Twenty-ninth Street, 
Brooklyn. 

The police said the young men ad- 
mitted having committed some six 
robberies, but they believe the group 
is responsible for as many as fifty 
robberies in the greater city. 


Fight Starts in Store. 


The arrests were made early yes- 
terday morning. as the climax to a 
running fight through the streets of 
Brooklyn which. started within a 
block of Brooklyn Police Headquar- 
ters. Several of the men entered a 
delicatessen store at 244 Flatbush 
Avenue where Patrolman Joséph 


_| Calcaterra was eating a sandwich. 


Sullivan, Escold, and Hayes told 
the court that all five had been 
drinking in a speakeasy and after a 
stop at Sheepshead Bay visited the 
delicatessen store on their way 
heme. They said they had planned 
to rob the store, and that when they 
entered it they left the other two 
men asleep and partly intoxicated in 
the automobile which they had 
parked outside. 

As the group strode into the store 
they ‘told the proprietor, David 
Leschwitt, who was counting his 
money, to throw up his hands. A 
shot came from the back of the 
store. Seeing the policeman, the 
group retreated to the automobile, 
returning the fire as they went. 


Detectives Give Chase. 


Detective Louis White heard the 
shots as he drove from police head- 
quarters with Detectives’ George 
Grundelman, Joseph Meehan, Wil- 
liam Toolen, and George Sahada. 
The fugitive car was just starting 
down Flatbush Avenue when the de- 
testives sighted it. ‘They opened fire 
and received a sprinkle of bullets 
in return. The two cars raced down 
Flatbush to Eighth Avenue, and 
thence to Sterling Place. 

Grundelman, ‘who was hanging on 
to the outside of the car as he. fired 
from the running board, was struck 
by one of the bullets. He was not 
seriously: wounded. 

Patrolmen on beat heard the noise 
of the fight. They raked the fleeing 
car with fire from the sidewalk. The 
rattle of pistol shots brought hun- 
dreds to their windows as the race 
proceeded along Sterling Place. Be- 
tween Fifth and. Sixth Avenues: the 
driver of the fugitive car lost control 
and the machine struck the curb. 

Grundelman grabbed Hayes, White 
seized Sullivan; and Toolen_ got 
Abitalila. The two others disap- 
peared,’ but with a cordon of police 
reserves thrown around the district, 
the detectives soon found Eskold and 
Gagliardi hiding in. the coal hole of 
a nearby house. Sullivan and Gag- 
liardi were slightly wounded. 


Stole an Automobile. 


Sullivan, Eskold and Hayes, who 
pleaded guilty, were remanded to the 
Raymond Street Jail to await sen- 
tence. Gagliardi and . Abitablia, in- 
dicted: only on charges of attempted 
robbery, who pleaded not guilty, were 
held in $25,000 bail each for trial. 
The first degree robbery indictments 
held that Sullivan, Eskold, and 
Hayes took an automobile from a 
garage at 197 South Portland Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, on Aug. 11. 

Gerard Lee, watchman at the ga- 
rage, identified the three youths in 
the line-up at Brooklyn Police Head- 
quarters yesterday morning. The 
police say others. who saw’ the trio 
in. the, line-up and identified them 
with recent robberies included Otho 
Stenwick, counter man at a restau- 
rant, 278 Avenue J, Brooklyn, who 
said the same three held him up and 
rifled his cash register last week. 

Louis Nieu, a watchman at the Un- 
derhill Garage, 105 Underhill Avenue, 
Brooklyn, told the police they had 
tied him up in the garage Tuesday 
night and departed with a $1,500 au- 
tomobile. | 

John Fenos, proprietor of a coffee 
pot restaurant at 234. Flushing Ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, also identified the 
three, according to the police, as the 
three men who. held him up and 
robbed him a. few nights ago.

Orphan Asylum Official to Serve Without Pay 





_ After She Marries Its Head, Judge Hartman| FOR 


Justice Gustave Hartman of the 

City Court, President and founder of 
the Israel Orphan Asylum,‘ at. 274 
Second Street, accepted yesterday the 
resignation of his superintendent at 
the institution, Miss May “Weisser, 
who will. become. his bride at the 
Hotel Astor on Sept. 9. Immediately 
after accepting the resignation, how- 
ever, Justice Hartman reappointed 
Miss Weisser with the provision that 
in the future she will serve without 
salary. ; 
. With due formality, the asylum di- 
rectors met at the Hotel Astor yes- 
terday afternoon, and at Miss Weis- 
ser’s request accepted her resigna- 
tion. Then, under the guidance of 
Judge Hartman, they voted that his 
bride-to-be should continue in her 
position but that she should take the 
title of honorary superintendent ‘and 
relinquish her $6, a year salary. 
In addition, they made her a director 
to fill a vacancy on the board. 

Justice Hartman met his fiancée 
eight years ago this week when she 


applied to him for a position as book- 
keeper at the asylum. She got the 
job. Three years later he recom- 
mended to’the directors that Miss 
Weisser, who was only 22 years old, 
be’ made superintendent. As the 
Judge. visits the institution each 
morning before going to court and 
again in the afternoon after leavin 
court, the two were together almos 
constantly after that time, and in 
May of this year they announced 
their engagement. : 

After their marriage they will live 
at 311 East Fourth Street, within a 
short distance of the asylum. ‘The 
ceremony, will be performed by Rabbi 
Moses amson, assisted by Cantor 
Joseph osenblatt and choir, and 
several leading officials and’ promi- 
nent persons are expected to attend. 
Miss Weisser is the daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. Jacob Weisser of 915 Forty- 
third Street, Brooklyn. Judge Hart- 
man, who came here-as an immi- 
grant boy and started his career as 
a .“newsie,” is 48 years old. 








LIQUOR IS SEIZED 
ON MUNSON LINER 


Customs Inspector Finds 600 
Bottles of Rare Qualities Hidden 
Behind Panels. 


CUSTOMER LIST DISCOVERED 


Sald to Contain Names of Promi- 
nent Persons With Details of 
Trade—Steward. Arrested. 


Almost 600 bottles of what Customs 
agents declare is ‘‘good liquor’’ were 
seized yesterday aboard the Munson 
liner Western World which had re- 
turned to Pier 3, foot of Second 
Street, Hoboken, the previous day 
after a trip from Buenos Aires, Ric 
de Janiero and other South Ameri- 
can ports. 

The agents also said they found a 
customer list which included .the 
names of leading persons in New 
York society. They said there were 
some pinch bottles of Haig and Haig, 
genuine benedictine, so old that the 
labels were barely readable, cham- 
pagne twenty-five and thirty years 
old, 1863 brandy, and a considerable 
number of bottles of Napoleon 
brandy, known in bogtlegging circles 


as “the dollar-a-drop stuff’’; old 

Spanish brandy which, according to 

the agents, would sell for as high as 

p00 a bottle even in Buenos Aires or 
io. 

All this: was discovered almost as 
the result of an accident. A customs 
searching squad, under Inspector 
Harry Zorger, made the customary 
search of the boat yesterday after- 
noon and found nothing to indicate 
the existence of any liquor. Then 
Zorger himself found a little black 
notebook under a mattress in a pas- 
senger room. He looked at. it, was 
instantly interested, took it out on 
the deck, and spent more than two 
hours decoding the writing in it. 
He learned enough to go to the hos- 
pital on the ship, where he sounded 
the ceiling. A panel in the ceiling 
had been removed and cleverly re- 
placed, after having been painted 
over so that no break would be visi- 
ble, he said, and above the ceiling 
were found almost 300 bottles of fine 
liquor. - 

Two other panels, one in Room 114 
and one in Room 113, had been simi- 
larly removed, he said, and behind 
each was found more liquor. They 
‘were discovered by decoding the writ- 
ing in the notebook and then sound- 
ing the walls. 

Some of the liquor was in three 
trunks. These trunks were assigned 
to passengers on the Western 
World’s latest tri vidently with 
the idea of =a em aboard with- 
out attracting attention. 

A steward was arrested as the 
owner. of the notebook. His name 
was not made public. He was held 
last night in the detention room of 
the Custom House, and was to be 
arraigned before a. United States 
Commissioner this morning. 

In the back of the notebook, the 
agents said, was a lengthy list of 
customers,- their names and ad- 
dresses, the amount of liquor they 
had ordered and the kind, where 
this liquor should be delivered, and 
the best timés to find the customers 
in. Evidently all the liquor was to 
be delivered direct to this exclusive 
clientele, the agents said. 


BRITISH PEER SUES WIFE. 


Lord Inverclyde Brings Action in

nouncement that Lord Inverclyde, 
one of the country’s richest peers, 
has filed an action against his wife 
in the court of session at Edinburgh.

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JURY ACQUITS SIX 
OF FIRE LOSS FRAUD 


Friends Applaud Freeing of Men 
Accused of Padding In- 
surance Claims. 


$90,000 CLAIM INVOLVED 


Defendants Were’ Alleged to Have 
Reported Damage In.Excess of 
the Actual Figures. 


The jury which for four weeks and 
four days listened to testimony and 
argument in the trial of six defend- 
ants charged with conspiring to de- 
fraud fifty-seven insurancé com- 
panies through use of the mails, fol- 
lowing the fire on Feb. 28 last in 
the Mirabelli factory and warehouse 
at Elizabeth, N. J., returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty late last night, thus 
exonerating the defendants. 

The jurors considered the evidence 
for three hours and forty-five min- 
utes. The announcement of the ver- 
dict was greeted with loud applause. 
Hundreds of friends of the accused 
men, including a few women, were 
in the court room. . That the result 


met with enthusiastic approval on 
their part was evidenced by the com- 
motion, which lasted until Judge 
Coleman had pounded on his bench 
and deputy marshals had called aloud 
for order. 

The six defendants who had been 
on trial since July 18 were Alexander 
Lyons of the firm of Lyons, Stadholz 
& Co., fire adjusters; Henry L. Ber- 
man and Mannie Sarasohn, members 
of the firm; Paul Guttman and Her- 
man Sapperstein, employes of the 
firm, and Lieutenant Harry Kirsner, 
U. S. A., attached to the Quarter- 
master’s Corp in Philadelphia. 

The indictment charged that after 
a fire in the clothing establishment 
of Mario and Michael Mirabelli, in 
Elizabeth, N. J. on Feb. 28 last, 
which did damage of ‘only $2,200, 
claims for about $90,000 were filed 
against the insurers. t was also 
charged that the defendants wetted 
down the salvage, thus increasing 
the damage. 

Eleven were indicted, including the 
two Mirabellis, who testified for the 
Government; Daniel J. Kelly, agent 
of the Underwriters’ Salvage Com- 
pany, who pleaded guilty; Charles 
L. Kling, assistant manager of the 
General Adjustment Bureau of New- 
ark, N. J., who was discharged dur- 
ing the trial, and George M. Ruddy, 
formerly an agent of the Underwrit- 
ers’ Salvage Company, who has as- 
sisted the prosecution.. Ruddy has 
since been named in another indict- 
ment for an alleged attempt to 
swindle insurance companies after a 
fire on the: premises of the Pitts- 
burgh Dry Goods Company in Pitts- 
burgh. 

Harry Kopp, of counsel. for the 
defendants, told the: jury iu his sum- 
ming up that the two Mirabellis had 
confessed being accomplices of those 
who had attempted to defraud insur- 
ance: companies, and United States 
Attorney Tuttle assured the jury 
that the story told by the Mirabellis 
was worthy of belief. The charge of 
Federal Judge Coleman lasted nearly 
two hours.

APPLAUD COOLIDGE 
ANTI-WAR VIEW 


Peace Supporters Here. and 
Abroad Praise His.Reference in 
Speech to. Kellogg Treaty. 


Admiral Hughes Tells of Factors In 
Franco-British Agreement—Visit 
to Duluth Planned.

SUPERIOR, Wis., Aug. 16.—Praise 
and congratulations for the speech 
made yesterday at Wausau, lauding 
the Kellogg Anti-War Treaty as hold- 
ing the greatest hope for interna- 
tional peace ever given to the world, 
reached President Coolidge today 
through the medium of telegrams 
from all over the United States and 
cablegrams from abroad. 

The President, it was learned, was 
delignted with the world-wide re- 
ception given to his speech, in which 
he expressed his ideal for world 
peace and to which he had devoted 
much time and study, well knowing 
the effect it would produce. Those 
close to the President said the Ex- 
ecutive was more keenly anxious to 
learn the reaction to this speech 
than to any other he had made in 
years. 

While many of the messages of 
congratulations emanated from po- 
litical admirers of the ° President, 
many others were from persons dis- 
associated with politics and whos 
sole motive was their interest in the 
achievement of world peace. 


Gets Reports on Naval Affairs. 


At the moment the President was 
receiving the messages, Admiral 
Charles F. Hughes, Chief of Naval 
Operations, called upon him at Cedar 
Island Lodge and laid before him 
the situation with regard to the 
Franco-British agreement on naval 
limitation as it affects the. United 
States’s naval establishment. The 


Admiral reported to Mr. Coolidge, 
not only upon this, but upon con- 
ditions in Nicaragua and in China. 

Admiral Hughes told newspaper- 
men that the Nicara, n situation 
was improving. He said he attached 
much significance to the fact that 
there is now only one Conservative 
and one Liberal Presidential candi- 
date in Nicaragua and that he ex- 
pence the elections in November to 
e held without any great disorder. 

Admiral Hughes-also said he felt 
encouraged by the recent develop- 
ments in China, as a result of the 
strength of the Nationalist Govern- 
ment. He did not want to make any 
predictions about the recognition of 
the Nationalist Government by the 
United States, but he did state that 
the more than half of American 
marine forces that have been in 
China are being brought back to this 
country. He not. expect. the 
United States would keep more than 
2,500 men in: China. 


Remark Lack of Political Tinge. 


Wisconsin papers today commented 
generally: upon the fact that the 
President in his Wausau speech re- 
frained from any political allusion. 
While some had thought he might 
take advantage of the occasion to 
refer to the Republican national 
campaign, or to Mr. Hoover, aside 
from the possible construction that 
the President aided Mr. Hoover by 
furnishing the nominee with an in- 
ternational peace plank, there was 
held to be no political tinge in his 
remarks. 

The Presidential insistence on 
proper national defense with con- 
cluding the compact against war 
awakened a responsive echo in this 
State and in Minnesota. Some of 
the papers presumed that the Presi- 
dent was taking this position for the 
first time, but this is an error. Last 
Friday it was made clear that Mr. 
Coolidge considered the international 
peace efforts and national defense 
as entirely separate subjects, and 
that the ellogs treaty had nothing 
at all to do with maintenance of an 
adequate army and navy. 

At that time, the President indi- 
cated that he would not tolerate any 
reduction in the army and navy as 
a result of this country’s participa- 
tion in the treaty, as he felt the 
compact was solely concerned with 
an agreement not to attack, and 
therefore could not affect a ‘‘moder- 
ate’’ and ‘‘proper’’ defense. 


Plans Trip for Wednesday. 


Mr. Coolidge has decided to make 
a trip to the Apostle Islands in Lake 
Superior the coming Wednesday, go- 
ing to Madeleine Island as the guest 
of Hunter L. Gary of Kansas City, 
who has a Summer home there. The 
journey, to be made in one day, will 
afford the President an opportunity 
to see the site of one of the earliest 
trading posts in the Northwest es- 
tablished by Jesuit priests for the In- 
diaris. 

On Tuesday Mr. Coolidge, with his 
wife and son, will drive through the 
streets of Duluth, which he has not 


previously : visited during his nine 
weeks’ vacation at the head of the 


lakes. 

John Coolidge departed tonight for 
Madison, Wis., for a week-end visit 
at the home of Dr. Glenn Frank, 
President of the University of Wis- 
consin. This trip is the first time 
the President’s son has been away 
for an overnight visit since he has 
been with his parents at the north- 
woods retreat. 

During the day Mrs: Coolidge and 
John went to the circus in Duluth.

Contractor Charges Rockaway 
Valley System Is Total 
Loss to Jersey City. 





FINDS HAGUE RESPONSIBLE 


Letter to Legislative Committee 
Says New Trunk Is Cause ‘of 
_ Polluted Water Supply. 


That the Rockaway Valley sanitary 
trunk sewer and-~ disposal system 
constructed by Jersey City at an es- 
timated cost of $5,000,000 is a failure 
and the cause of a polluted water 
supply, is charged in a letter sent 
last: night to Russell Watson, coun- 
sel for the Case Legislative Investi- 
gating Committee of New Jersey. 

William J. Coughlin, a general con- 
tractor of 161 Liberty Avenue, Jer- 
sey City, addressed the letter to Mr. 


Watson. He made the communica- 
tion public at the law office of John 
Warren, brother of Police Commis- 
sioner Warren of New York and 
President of the Journal Square Na- 
tional Bank of Jersey City. Mr. 
Warren said that for more than a 
month he, Mr. Coughlin and a squad 
of investigators had prepared data to 
present to the Case Committee. 

Clyde Potts, Mayor of Morristown, 
and. engineer for the . Rockaway 
sewer system, Mayor. Frank Hague 
of Jersey City. and Michael I. Fagen, 
Director of Streets and Public Im- 
provements of Jersey City, are 
named in-the letter as those respon- 
sible for the alleged defects. 

None of these officials could be 
reached last night to comment on the 
Coughlin: letter, but a report of last 
Monday’s meeting of the. Town, Coun- 
cil of Dover, J., quotes Edward 
Stout, a specfaT: counsel for Jersey 
City, as blaming Dover's lateral 
sewer connections with the Rock- 
away system for the failure of the 
trunk line to cperate. The Dover 
Town Council at: that meeting 
adcpted an ordinance requiring Mr. 
Potts, who was also epgineer for the 
Dover system, to’ ce the Dover 
laterals by Aug. 24, or dismissed 
as engineer. 

Coughlin’s letter charges that the 
disposal plant was formally declared 
completed in 1924, but t it has 
never been used. Ina sere 
the report submitted to. the e 
Committee Mr. Coughlin lists four 
charges which he defies any of: the 
officials to answer to the satisfac- 
tion of Jersey City taxpayers. 

“First,’’ the letter states, 
sewer was improperly designed and 
constructed and will never function 
as required by the State Board of 
Health and e plans and specifi- 
cations. 

“Second, that millions of dollars of 
taxpayers’ money have been abso- 
lutely wasted. hird, that after the 
expenditure of millions of dollars and 
the passing of four years the Jerse 
City water supply is more contami- 
nated than: it was at: the time the 
State Board of Health decided the 
supply was endangered sewage 
and that it was necessary to protect 
the water by the construction of an 
intercepting sewer and a_ disposal 
plant. Fourth, that Jersey City citi- 
zens are still drinking the sewage of 
the Rockaway Valley treated with 
chlorine.’’ 

Mr. Coughlin also discovered that 
he had turned over to the Case Com- 
mittee a history of, the construction 
of a ae pipe line to supply 
Jersey City with additional water at 
a cost of $6,500,000. He d that 
the Case Committee is in possession 
of facts showing this pipe line has 
failed to work and that it could have 
been built. of better. material. for 
$3 000 less than it cost Jersey

Was More ‘Thickly Populated | 
Than Now, Explorer Cables. 

















NEW MONSTERS UNEARTHED 


Head Bones Weighing 400 Pounds 
Those of Animal ‘as Long. as 
Woolworth ,Building.’ 


Roy Chapman Andrews reported 
by cable yesterday to the American 
Museum of Natural.History that the 
Central Asiatic Expedition, of which 
he is leader, is coming out of Mon- 
golia a month early. but with some 


,| discoveries called extraordinary. He 


described the expedition as ‘‘ex- 


tremely successful.”’’ 

Fossil remains of a “‘gigantic new 
mammal, possibly larger thay the 
Baluchitherium”’ with a humerus, or 
‘bone of the upper fore limb, ‘‘as big 
as a man’s body”’ are being brought 
out: Also a ‘“‘thuge Titanothere with 
extraordinary saddle-like skull,’’ are 
among the ninety: cases of fossils 
the expedition has- found, among 
im are included a ‘‘new masto- 

on.’ : 

Of equal interest is the report of 
the discovery of ‘‘residence sites of 
dune dwellers, whose culture is 
everywhere, yielding thousands of 
stone implements, decorated bones, 
shells and tooth necklace, indicating 
that 20,000 years ago Mongolia was 
more densely populated than today.’’ 


Traveled 5,000 Miles. 


Dr. Andrews’s dispatch reads: 

Expedition. travels 5,000 miles. 
Explores,’ maps much new country. 
Discovers new geological forma- 
tions, fossil deposits. Finds resi- 
dence sites dune dwellers, culture 

everywhere, yielding thousands 
stone implements, decorated bones, 
shells, tooth necklace, indicating 
that 20,000 years -ago Mongolia 
more densely populated than today. 

Have ninety cases fossils. Two 
skulls, many bones skeleton of 
gigantic new mammal, possibly 
larger than Baluchitherium. Hu- 
merus big as man’s body. Huge 
Titanothere, extraordinary saddle- 
like skull. New mastodon, spatu- 
late jaw, lower incisors eighteen 
inches wide. ; 

We consider extremely successful 
expedition. Unprecedented leak- 
age gasoline forced early return. 

Henry Fairfield Osborn, President 

of the museum society, interpreted 
the, cablegram as showing that the 
exploration has revealed the history 
of Mongolia during the age of mam- 
mals by ‘‘four-fifths of the whole 
period,’’ previous expeditions having 
brought to light two-thirds of its his- 
tory. The discoveries show two very 
important results in Mr. Osborn’s 
opinion. 

“First, it is clear that the Titano- 
theres, large horned quadrupeds 
which became extinct in America in 
the, early Oligocene,- survived for a 
much longer period in Mongolia.’’ 

The second important result, Mr. 
Osborne announces,:is the discovery 
of further remains of the mastodon 
family, who were. ‘‘‘undoubtedly on 
their way from Africa to Western 
Europe and North America.”’ 


All the Party In Good Health. 
Srécial Cable to Toe New YOrkK Times. ° 
PEKING, Aug. 16.—-The Roy Chap- 
man Andrews expedition, which has 
just.returned from the Gobi Desert 
in Mongolia, made discoveries tran- 
scending in importance the finding 
of dinosaurs’ eggs three years ago. 

Whether the hoped-for findings 
throw light on the origin or descent 
of man were made Dr. Andrews will 
not, yet reveal, but he confirms the 
discovery of an unusual number of 
animal fossils hitherto unknown, and 
that one is a skull virtually intact 
weighing 400 pounds with the bone 
flaring widely at the nostrils. 

All the party are in good health. 


PEKING, Aug. 16 ().—The head 
bones of the prehistoric monster un- 
earthed by Roy Chapman: Andrews 
at the southern edge of. the Gobi 
Desert today were described by him 
as .indicating the existence. of .a 
soldssal anime! ‘‘about the size of the 
Woolworth Building if the building 
were in a horizontal position.’’ (The 
Woolworth Building in. New York 
City is 792 feet high.) 

Dr. Andrews said: , 

“This was our biggest strike—one 
of the" most interesting finds ever 
made.: ‘This entiré area is rich ‘in 
fossils. ‘We found a monster in the 
same .area in .1925. . The. saddle- 
shaped headed creature discovered on 
this..expedition is. believed perhaps 
to be the great-grandfather of the 
1925 monster.”’ EAT 

The head is very broad, and a-pe- 
culiar feature: is. that its nose nar- 
rows in the middle and .gradually 
broadens toward the nostrils. 

The collection of fossils fills eighty 
cases. It was brought intact to 
Peking in automobiles,, although the 
expedition encountered floods be- 
tween Kalgan‘and Peking, against 
which they, battled for twenty hours 
to save themselves and their relics. 
The journey ‘from.Kalgan to Peking 
required four days. eo 

Half of the expedition returned 
earlier than they had expected, owing 
to the intense heat of:the desert, 
which exploded several cases of gas- 
oline, causing a shortage of fuel.

ernment, Coionel Manton Davis, gen- 
eral.counsel..of the Radio Corpora-

Explaining that, the Radio Corpo- 
ration had ‘not been inforrmcd of 
any such intention onthe part of 
the Chinese Natidnalist Government, 
Colonel Davis said-that there were 
press* reports: to the effect that the 
Communications Commission of the 
Nationalist Government had recom- 
mended a cancellation of the con- 
tract. for construction.of five inter- 
national radio telegraph stetions én- 
tered into in 1921, along with a Jap- 
anese contract. 

Colonel Davis. added that if the 
Chinese Government sees fit to’ can- 
cel the contract; ‘‘there does not 
seem io be-anything to do but file 
a claim fcr damages resulting from 
the breaking: of the contract.’’ 


Claim in Full Not Likely. 
The .contract was for $13,000,000, 








but..Colonel Davis, stated .that. any 
claim, if such were filed, would not 
likely approximate any such amount, 
Since none.of the equipment had ever 
been actually furnished’ or installed. 

“If any claim should. be filed, it 
would be bythe Federal Telegraph 
Company: cf? Delaware,’’’ he’ szid, 
“and it, and it alone, wovld deter- 
mince the question of filing the suit 
and. the question of the amount of 
the-claim to be filed,’’ 

Recounting the history of the con- 
tract Colonel Davis explained it was 
entered into in 1921 by the Chinese 
Government with the Federal Tele- 
gravh Company of California. 

The contract was_transferred to 
the Federal Telegraph Company of 
Delawareé,'a corporation formed by 
the Radio Corporation and the Fed- 
eral Telegraph Company of Cali- 
fornia. ¢ 

Colonel Davis himself was in China 
during 1925 and part of 1926 in con- 
nection with the contract, endeavor- 
ing. to complete the negotiations, 
but disturbed internal, conditions pre- 
vented progress, he said. He is in 
Washington to attend the hearing to

‘Stocks Advance Briskly as Call 
‘Money Rate Declines From 
7 to 4, Per Cent... 


It is one of the oldest axioms of 
Wall Street that any seturity will 
reach its true level if left alone. The 
same thing might be said of call 
money.. Funds on Wednesday re- 
newed at 7% per cent.- Yesterday this 
rate dropped to 4% per cent., the 
‘lowest point since May 3..'There was 
a great deal of talkin the financial 
district about ‘‘out-of-town” money 
coming in and of this or that large 
corporation suddenly throwing its 
resources in liquid cash into the call- 
money market. These reports must 
be taken with a grain of salt. Money 
authorities, who have worked with 
might and main to keep the rate 
high, merely relaxed their grip on 
the market and the result was an in- 
stant fall of the rate to its proper 
and natural level, which for this 
time of "year is about 4% per cent. 
Whether or not the period of arti- 
ficial stringency is over, whether or 
not the rate will be boosted again 
to:altitudinous heights, whether or 
not -steps will be taken to again 
tighten up the money market, it is 
quite evident to even the most casual 
and inexperienced observer, that the 
rates of 6, 6%, 7 and 8 per cent. are 
obviously out of line with money 
market: conditions: as “a whole and 
that when expert jurisdiction is with- 
drawn, even for.a day, they fall im- 


level. 

Under such conditions, it is small 
wonder that the market should have 
advanced yesterday. As a matter of 
fact, the high ‘money ‘rates, so 
obviously, artificial, have mot had the 
desired . effect ' of . frightening stock 
holders at all, and when the signal 
was given that. normal conditions 
were about to be reinstated through 
a drop in the money rates, the ef- 
fect was an immediate and buoyant 
upswing -in stocks, which carried 


higher, and; in. a number of cases 


marks for'the year. There was not 
only no obstacle in-the path of this 
advance yesterday, but none appears 
on the horizon,.and pools, individuals 
and corporations interested in. higher 
stock prices encouraged trading yes- 
terday with good-sized buying orders 
and kept the boom agoing all day. 

The authoritative statement was 
made yesterday that the Federal Re- 
serve Bank has not changed its 
policy and is not making extensive 
purchases of Government issues. in 
the open market. At any rate, 
practically all of the Government 
descriptions were sharply higher at 
the close, ‘and this strength carried 
over into the bond market as a 
whole, in which prices ended the day 
higher. , 

A report on sales by the General 
Motors Corporation, optimistic in 
character, and easier money) rates 
formed a combination which swept 
stocks as a whole. toward higher 
levels and had the additional effect 
of setting at rest the thousand and 
one rumors which have been going 
about the Street. There does not 
seem to be anything the matter with 
the money market at all. Funds are 
evidently in ample supply. 

The industrial stocks generally were 
higher at the close, although here 
and there evidences of profit-taking 
were apparent. In the railroad list the 
feature was the buoyancy of issues 
representing grain-carrying roads. 
They are just now at the beginning 
of-a long series of a general agricul- 
tural readjustment. Whether or not 
this will bring drastic changes in the 
stock list is problematical. At-any 
rate, buying yesterday was of a sort 
not to be scoffed at and gave every 
evidence of prospective market lead- 
ership.

Chinese Communications. 

The intricate problem’ of Chinese 
concessions. is. again coming to the 
fore in the matter of telegraphic 
communications. When in 1871 the 
Danish Great Northern Telegraph 
Company obtained-an exclusive right 
to cable landings in , China and 
Japag, other countries’ sought ad- 
mission, and both. the British and 
Americans soon entered into agree- 
ments with the Danes for a share 
in the business.

Petition of Power Committee 
‘Filed With Public Service 
Board by Ernst. 


CITY PLANS TO PROTEST 


Lawyer Charges Commission Acted 
Illegally In Refusing Hearing 
to Organization. 


The Public Committee on Power, 
which opposed the recently approved 
Brooklyn - Edison-Consolidated Gas 
Company merger, filed with the Pub- 
lic Service Commission yesterday a 
petition for a rehearing. of the case 
and asked that the merger be stayed 
until the petition is passed upon. 

The petition was filed by Morris L. 
Ernst, counsel for the committee, im- 
mediately after’ a’ conference in the 


‘| office of Corporation Counsel Nichol- 


son yesterday afternoon. Mr. Nich- 
olson declared that a similar petition 
probably would be filed by the city 
today or tomorrow. 

- At-the conference were Mr. Ernst, 
Mr. Nicholson, Dr. John ‘Bauer, the 
city’s economic adviser on rate -mat- 
ters, and Stephen Raushenbush, ad- 


vised to the Committee on Power. 
At the offices of the Public Service 
Commission it was said that the peti- 
tion would be forwarded to Albany 
at once, as will any petition on be- 
half of the city. 


: Illegal Action Charged. 

In a memorandum with the peti- 
tion Mr. Ernst based his request for 
a rehearing on the alleged illegal re- 
fusal of the commission to allow the 
Public Committee on Power to be 
heard in the original hearings. The 
granting of a stay, the memorandum 
contended, will not prejudice the 
Consolidated Gas Company because 
its agreement with the Brooklyn 
Edison, under which the stock of 
that corporation has been deposited, 
does not expire until Oct. 1, 1928. 

To allow..the Consolidated Gas 


Company to issue its stock in ex- 
change for Brooklyn Edison shares 
and sonsummate the merger while 
the petition for rehearing is pending, 
the memorandum adds, would de- 
prive the Committee on Power of its 
rights and would be ‘“‘locking the 
door after the gas has escaped.”

Objects to Stock Valuation. 


“The Public Committee on Power,”’ 
Mr. Ernst said yesterday, ‘“‘still ob- 
jects to the fact that in the commis- 
sion’s order the Brooklyn Edison 
stock is valued at $33,000,000 more 
than the figure at which the Public 
Committee on Power and the experts 
of the City of New York believe to 
be a fair value. As a result of the 
popular protest during the past 
month, in which some of the news- 
papers have taken a conspicuous 
part, the commission cut down the 
value of the Brooklyn Edison Com- 
pany from $250 a share, the: value 
which the Gas* Company’ ‘tried to 
establish as a basis for the merger, 
to $13 7a share. The correct figure 
should not exceed $100 a share. The 
Brooklyn Edison Comment, never is- 
sued stock in excess of $100'a share: 
The commission’s order boosting the 
combined value by $33,000,000 will 
cost the consumer more than $2, 
000 a year.

FRENCH WHEAT CROP DOWN. 


Production Is 256,600,000 Bushels, 
73,000,000 Below Normal. 
Special Cable to Tow New YorRK Trius. 
PARIS, Aug. 16.—Estimates of the 
1928 wheat crop of France, which 
is practically all harvested, now 


show the yield to be the smallest in 
the past five years, but the quality 
is averaging better than usual. 

It is believed that the total French 
crop will not exceed 70,000,000 quin- 
tals (about 256,600,000 bushels), while 
the country needs approximately 


,000,000. 

This means that France this year 
again will have to import a consid- 
erable amount of wheat, which is re- 
garded as the most important com- 
modity in this bread-eating coun- 
try. For most of these imports the 
country will look to the United 
States and Canada. 

The exceptionally good quality of 
the French wheat and the consider- 
able surplus in North African colo- 
nies will reduce the. amount to be 
imported from 20,000,000 to about 
12,000,000 quintals, experts of the 
Ministry of Agriculture have 
figured. 

The small yield this year is due 
principally to vagaries of tempera- 
ture, Winter wheat having en 
greatly damaged by heavy frosts last 
December and Spring sowing re- 
tarded by a chill, wet Spring, after 
which the nt ree in many districts 
were burned before the kernels were 
fully grown by excessively hot 
weather in July.

CUSTOMS COURT DECISIONS. 


Define Brokers’ Sult Rights—Ap- 
peal Cotton Batting Ruling. 


Customs brokers have no right to 
file suits in the United States Cus- 
toms Court when they are not real 
parties in interest, the United States 
Customs Court ruled yesterday in a 
decision which is said to dispose of 
this question for the first time. The 
court in its ruling dismisses an ac- 
tion brought by J. E. Bernard & 
Co., Chicago customs brokers, and 
dismisses claims by the firm that 
they followed a “uniform practice”’ 
in filing the action. 

“The right to maintain suit is a 
matter of law,’’ the decision reads, 
‘and not a subject to be controlled 
by ‘uniform custom’ or private con- 
ventions of parties.”’ 

F. L. Kraemer & Co. of New York 
win a protest against a duty of 80 
per cent. assessed under paragraph 
1454 on metal match boxes, which 
had been classified as smokers’ ar- 
ticles.

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SCORES LENIENCY 
FOR JUSTICE AIDES 


Judge Meekins Denounces ‘Gen- 
tlemen’s Agreements’ With 
Criminals. 


DENIES PROSECUTOR’S PLEA 


Refuses to Remit 90-Day Sentence 
of Government Witness Who 
Helped to Convict Two. 


Assistant United States Attorney 
Lowell Wadmond asked Federal 
Judge Meekins yesterday to remit 
the ninety days’ sentence imposed 
upon Jacob Berenzweig, one of three 
found guilty of concealing $20,000 
worth of assets of the bankrupt 
Franklin Silk Millls of Paterson, N. 
J. The request was based on the 
fact that Berenzweig had testified 
for the Government. The Court de- 
nied the reguest on the ground that 
it was “‘fundamentally unsound” for 
prosecutors to use confessed crimi- 

S as witnesses under a ‘‘gentle- 
men’s agreement,’’ permitting them 
to. escape punishment. . 

“The result of such a practice,” 
said the Court,’’ is that self-confessed 
criminals take the stand, say that 
no > apr menage have been made to them, 
and have their testimony accepted 
on a 100 per cent. basis by the jury. 
Then the Court is asked after the 
trial of their confederates to let them 
g¢ scot free of punishment. 

“It is not for me to tell Govern- 
ment prosecutors how they should 
conduct their cases, but if I were in 
the position of a rigging and a 
guilty man came to me with testi- 
mony, I’d promise: him immunity in 
such a way. that he would have to 
tell the jury about it when he was 
asked the question, so that the jury 
a consider the. agreement in 
weighing his testimony.’ 

Judge Meekins explained that when 
the jury knows that a witness is 

ilty of complicity in the crime and 

as not been promised immunity, his 
testimony may result in a verdict of 
guilty, otherwise it might be dis- 
counted. Concerning ‘‘gentlemen’s 
@greements,’’ Judge Meekins said: 

“Only last, week I. had before me 
two former prohibition agents ac- 
cused of accepting bribes. The 
be igs ag on the stand admitted 
they had been promised immunity 
and the defendants were acquitted. 
I am told that Berenzweig testified 
for. the Government and aided in 
breaking up a group of conspirators 
through convictions. You know he 
did it to save himself. I am asked 
to let him go free of imprisonment. 
I am not.going to do it.’ 
‘ Mr. Wadmond said that no promise 

ef immunity had been made 
Berenzweig, and that none could be 
made because. of Judge Meekins’s 
own disposition of the Edgewater 
CN. J.) case, in which the Judge had 
refused to suspend. sentence upon 
Government witnesses. This was the 
case in which Mayor Wissel of 
Edgewater and others were con- 
victed on a rum-running charge. 
The conviction was set aside by. the 
Circuit Court of Appeals and the 
Government witnesses in the case 
had to serve their sentences because 
they had pleaded guilty. 

Louis Taback and his son-in-law, 
George Wenger, also were convicted 
mainly on the testimony of Beren- 
zweig. Taback, said to be a political 
ower in Paterson, was sentenced 
ast Monday to a year and a day 
in the Atlanta Penitentiary, and 
Wenger, a lawyer, was sentenced 
yesterday to six months. Both were 
Teleased in bail pending appeal. 
Berenzweig -will have until Sept. 1 
to. arrange his affairs. When the 
¥ranklin Mills failed, its liabilities 
were said to amount to $250,000.

20.CITY LIFE GUARDS 
ARE UNABLE-TO SWIM 


18 Others of 143 on New York 
Beaches Never Took Tests, 
‘It Is Revealed. 


Hundreds of thousands of persons 
who patronize the beaches during 
hot spells will probably be surprised 
to learn that many of the sun- 
bronzed dthletic looking young gen- 
tlemen who stroll on the sands in 
bathing suits with the words. “‘life 
guard’? embroidered across their 
chests have absolutely no knowledge 
of how to swim. 

This was learned yesterday when 
figures of the recent Municipal 
Civil Service examination for life 
guards now on duty at the beaches 
ties revealed that 20 of the 143 life 
guards now on duty at the beeches 
could not swim. Besides that eigh- 
teen others did not even take the 
swimming test. : 

Up to the present life guards have 
been appointed by the Presidents of 
the boroughs in which they serve. In 
Queens Borough President Bernard 
M. Patten has delegated the appoin- 
tive powers to teh heads of two of 
his departments. Guards who serve 
at the Rockaways are appointed 
through the Department of Parks, 
while the Department of Street 
Cleaning is responsible for the selec- 
tion of guards at all the other 
beaches in the borough. 

In Kings County (Brooklyn) which 
has the beaches at Coney Island, 
Brightcn and Manhattan in its con- 
fines, the. appointments are ‘made 
through the office of Borough Presi- 
dent James J. Bryne. 

Of the 103 guards serving in Queens 
the examination showed that 2 could 
not swim and 18 failed to appear for 
the test. In Brooklyn 18 could not 
swim. 

It was explained, in defense of this 
situation, that as the city only pays 
avery small salary, about $25 a 
week for life guards and private 
beaches offer considerably more, it 
po eng to find capable men for the 
jobs. 

It- was added that many of the men 
were appointed because of their first 
aid ability and it was their duty only 
to help revive persons rescued from 
drowning by other guards. who had 
more experience in the waves. 

As no civil service eligible list is 
in existence it is probable that the 
present situation will continue for 
some months, until the end of the 
Summer, in fact. But next year it 
is expected that all guards employed 
by the city will be selected through 
a civil service examination, one re- 
quirement being that the candidate 
be a capable swimmer, 


LOEWENSTEIN REPORTS 
DENIED BY DOCTORS 


Talk of Poison Being Found in 
Financier’s Body Called 
‘Pare Fantasy.’ 





PARIS, Aug. 16 (#).—Reports that 
poison had been found in the viscera 
of Captain Alfred Loewenstein, the 
Belgian financier who was killed 
when he fell or stepped from an air- 
plane 4,000 feet above the English 
Channel, were denounced as ‘‘pure 
fantasies’ today by experts who are 
analyzing the organs. 

The report was originally attrib- 
uted to Dr. Paul in a dispatch re- 
ceived a few days ago from Bou- 
logne. He denied its authenticity and 
was joined in that denial by Dr. 
Kohn-Abrest, the latter being the 
analyist appointed by the Boulogne 
ccurt. Both said that their work was 
not finished. 

“Up to now there is nothing to sup- 
port the poison theory,’’ said Dr. 
Paul. “I never said there was nor 
j that there was any indication of a 
toxic condition in the intestines, for 
the very good reason that Dr. Kohn- 
Abrest issued a formal statement dis- 
cribing himself as the sole expert ap- 
pointed by the Boulogne court and 
Saying that the published reports 
anent poison traces were pure fan- 
tasies.’ 

He added that he would terminate 
his tests in about eight days, then 
prepare his.report and communicate 
it through regular channels to the 
judicial authorities. 


SCORES KAROLYI EXCLUSION 


Anti-Horthy League Here Writes 
State Department on Visa. 


The Anti-Horthy League, 936 Wads- 
worth Terrace, issued a statement 
yesterday saying .the State Depart- 
ment had refused ‘to issue a visa for 
Michael Karolyi, former President of 
the Hungarian republic, to visit the 
United States, and protesting that 
action. Karolyi is at present in 
Mexico and had intended to sail from 
Vera Cruz on Aug. 26, arriving here 
about Sept. 1. According to the 
statement, Karolyi was refused a visa 
and will be permitted to land here 
only until his ship sails for Spain. 

The statement read, in part: 

“The Anti-Horthy League toda 
wired the State Department demand- 
ing that Karolyi be granted permis- 
.Sion to enter and remain in this 
country under the regular visa. ar- 
rangements. The league would take 
similar action with regard to the 
entry of any person who is an 
avowed foe of Horthyism.’’ 


CHINESE LAUNCH GUNBOAT. 


3,000-Ton Ship Is First War Vessel 
Built by Nationalists. 


SHANGHAI, Aug. 16 ).—A 3,000- 
ton gunboat, which was described by 
Marshal Chiang Kai-shek as the ‘‘be- 
ginning of a mcdern Chinese navy,” 


was launched ‘from the Government 
dock yard here today. Marshal Chian 

said that the Nationalist Governmen 

desired to expand its naval establish- 
ment by 60,000 tons within the next 
ten years. 

The gunboat, which is named Sie- 
ning, is the first naval vessel con- 
structed by the Nationalists since 
they established their Government at 
Nanking. It is intended for patrol 
duty on the Yangtse-kiang. 

Marshal Chiang said in his address 
that the British and Japanese control 
respectively of Wei Hai’ Wei and 
Port Arthur would have been impos- 
sible if those countries had not‘ pos- 
sessed “big navies.”

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HOSPITAL UNITY BILL 
HELD UP BY CHANGES 


Walker Offers Amendments to 
Give Priority to Patients Who 
Reside in the City. 


OTHER MINOR ALTERATIONS 


Measure Must Wait Till Sept. 27 
for Adoption—Resignation of 
Dr. Harris Accepted. 


Action on the bill before the Board 
of Estimate branch of the Municipal 
Assembly providing for consolidation 
of the administration of city hos- 
pitals under a new Department of 
Hospitals was deferred yesterday 
when, on motion of Mayor Walker, 
the bill was discharged from’ com- 
mittee and recommitted with amend- 
ments. The measure is scheduled 
for consideration again on Sent.' 27. 

It was said at ‘City Hall that the 
amendments have been responsible 
for delay in the proposed organiza- 
tion of the new department which 
would have control of twenty-seven 
city hospitals. The Mayor is said to 
believe that the principal amend- 
ment to the bill will meet the objec- 
tion of charitable organizations to 
tne first draft. It was held that the 
bill, as originally proposed, did not 
provide for adequate protection of 
residents of the city and favored 
non-residents. 


Priority for City Residents. 


Under the chief amendment offered 
by the Mayor yesterday, non-resi- 
dents will not be received at city 
hospitals, except in case of, accident, 
unless accommodations are adequate. 
In answer to an objection that city 
hospitals would compete with private 
institutions in charging fees for per- 
sons who are able to pay, the Mayor 
hes pointed out that present regula- 
tions outlined in the city charter pro- 
vide for payments when patients or 
relatives are able to make them. The 
Mayor has not altered this feature 
of the bill in the principal amend- 
ment in the face of criticism which 
has reached the City Hall from med- 
ical circles. ~ ; 

Other amendments offered yester- 
day are merely changes in phrasing. 

The Board of Estimate, following 
its Municipal Assembly session, ap- 
proved a revised plan for new build- 
ing construction at Kings County 
Hospital, which will involve, when 
caried out, an expenditure of $7,985,- 

. .The new main building of the 
hospital will have a capacity of 1,500 
beds, instead of 1,200 beds, as origi- 
nally planned. The new plan calls for 
erection of the structure in three 
units, joined at the first three sto- 
ries. The central unit will be eleven 
stories in height, with a tower, and 
the two wings will be eight stories. 


Approval Considered Certain. 


While it is almost certain that the 
Board of Estimate will approve the 
bill unanimously, it now must wait 
until Sept. 27 to take that action. Dr. 
Shirley W. Wynne, Acting Commis- 
sioner of Heclth, it had been under- 
stood, had been slated to head the 
new department. He also has been 
mentioned for the post of Commis- 
sioner of Health, to succeed Dr. 
Louis I. Harris. It had been known 
that Mayor’ Walker was deferring 
Dr. Wynne’s appointment in the 
hope that the new department would 
be created at once. 

The resignation: of Commissioner 
Harris was formally accepted yester- 
day by the Board of Health, com- 
posed of Dr. Harris himself, Policé 
Commissioner Warren and Dr. Harry 
P. Swift. Before the meeting of thé 
board Commissioner Harris was pre- 
sented with a gold diamond-studded 
Health Commissioner’s badge, pur- 
chased by associates in the Depart- 
ment of Health and the Board of 
Health. At the meeting held for the 
presentation Dr. Harris spoke, re- 
calling his pleasant associations with 
the department for twenty years.

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PRIEST BLEST FIVE 
IN HIS BURNING BOAT 


Blinded, Clothes Aflame, He 
Stood, Crucifix in Hand,’ 
and Gave Absolution. 


THEN JUMPED INTO LAKE 


Father Reaches Shore, but Loses 
Baby After Carrying It Nearly a 
Mile—Five Drowned. 


NORTH BAY, Ontario, “Aug. 16 
(Canadian Préss):—Albert La Fre- 
niere’ sole survivor of a tragedy 
which took five lives on Lake Lavi 
Wednesday night, today related ho 
the -Rev.' J. D. ‘B. Dubuc, ' 


Leonie Sylvestre of Sturgeon Falls, 
Ontario, and Mrs. Albert La Fte- 
niere and her two children, Ma 
aged 1 month, and Claude, aged/3 
years. 

Albert La Freniere had sufficie 


his son Claude had slipped from be- 
neath his arm when close to shore. 
All of the bodies with the excep- 


tion of that of Miss Sylvestre had 
been recovered tonight. 

‘There is nothing else to do. We 
must jump into the water,’ gasped 
Father Dubuc as the flames de- 
voured the small craft, and when’ the 
party jumped, Mrs. La Freniere was 
clasping her baby to her breast, Al- 
bert La Freniere clutched the other 
child in his arms and started to 
swim ashore on the instructions of 
a powerful swimmer, who went to the 
aid of the two struggling women. 
Three hundred yards away La 
Freniere could see illuminated. by the 
glare of the burning boat a small 
island, and, still clutching his son, 
he swam frantically for it. When 
within 100 feet of the island his son 
slipped from his weakened arms. 
Freniere managed to struggle 
ashore, where he_ recovered his 
strength sufficiently to cry for help. 
A mile away from the scene of the 
accident is the parish of Lavigne, 
where his cries were heard and a 
party immediately set out in a boat 


4)for the island. Homesteaders in the 


vicinity also heard the cries and the 
two parties arrived almost simulta- 
neously. 

Men at once organized themselves 
into search parties and dragging 
operations .were commenced imme- 
diately and continued throughout the 
night. Today the bodies of Mrs. La 
Freniere and her infant were re- 
covered within a few feet of each 
other and the body of the gallant 
priest was found near that of the 
other La Freniere child. 

_ Lavigne is a little French settle- 
ment about eight miles south of 
Verner, and Verner is about forty- 
two miles west of North Bay. The 
entire district between Lavigne and 
Sturgeon Falls is settled practically 
by French Canadians. 

Miss Sylvestre and Mrs. La Fre- 
niere are sisters of the Right Rev. 
Mgs. Lecuyer of Sturgeon Falls. 
Miss Sylvester acted as housekeeper 
for Mgr. Lecu-er. Yesterday after- 
noon the party were invited by 
Father Dubuc to attend a little 
family picnic. About 8:30 o’clock 
he invited his guests to go for a sail 
on the lake. All joyfully accepted. 
The party had proceeded about a 
mile up the lake when the engine of 
the boat back fired and ignited some 


strength to reach a small island after |, 


pouctine and ‘the explosion followed 
nstantaneously. 

Examination of the body of Father 
Dubuc led to the belief’ that he had 
‘been -instantly ‘blinded by the ex- 
plosion. “Mrs. Freniere tape! also 
burned, while the, clothing .of . the 
children was scorched by the flames. 

Father Dubuc-was born .and edu- 
cated at’ Nicolet, Quebec. He was 
ordained at-Sturgeon Falls. He had 
been in Lavigne ‘three years. Surviv- 
ing are his parents, both of Mon- 
treal. The funeral.of Father Dubuc 
will be held at Lavigne on Saturday 
morning. Bishop Scollard of North 
Bay will officiate. The funeral of the 
other victims will be held at Verner. 


NARCOTICS SEIZED 
’ IN RAIDS ON SHIPS 


Twenty Arrests Made on Two 
Vessels and in Eight Re- 
sorts in Newark. 





Two large ocean freight steamships 
and eight Newark resorts have been 
raided in the past week. by Federal] 
narcotic agents seeking to break up 
a large and well-organized drug ring, 
it was announced yesterday by 
George -W. Cunningham, Federal 
narcotic agent.in charge of this dis- 
trict, at his office, 45 Broadway. 

Twenty prisoners charged with vio- 
lation of the Harrison Narcotic law 
have been arrested and $15,000 worth 
of opium and opium-smoking -equip- 
ment have been confiscated, he said. 
Cunningham commanded the raiding 
parties. 

The names of the steamers and the 
four men seized on them were ‘not 
revealed because the investigation of 
the ring has not been completed. The 
agents said, however, that the seizure 
of forty pounds of opium worth 
$5,000, on the freighters was the cul- 
mination of several months of undér- 
cover work, which began in India, 
from where. the operations of the 
ring were traced to New York. 

All of the sixteen prisoners taken 
in Newark have been brought be- 
fore a United States Commissioner 
and placed under bond. 
the raids: ordered by Cunningham 
were on the premises at, 222 Mul- 
berry Street, Newark, where Chin 
Soong, the..proprietor, was arrested 
twice, and six others were seized to- 
gether with .700 ‘‘toys’’ of opium, 
several pounds of the drug in bulk 
— about twenty-five opium ‘‘‘lay- 
outs.’’ 

The agents said the raids were real 
movie thrillers in which ruses of ali 
sorts were employed and old, dark 
buildings honeycombed with blind 
alleys, trap doors and underground 
tunnels were broken into with axes, 
the enforcement agents entering with 
drawn guns. 

The other premises raided in New- 
ark were: 1 Mulberry Arcade, 3 and 
7 Mulberry Arcade, 104 North Canal 
Street and 217 Mulberry Street. In 
all of these ‘‘toys’’ of opium, the 
drug in bulk and smoking parapher- 
nalia were seized, it was said.
